The trial will be held at the Civic Cen- 


ter in Chicago 


Two weeks has been set aside to settle 


the question of validity on $1 million in 
bonds sold through the village for street 
and sewer improvements done at Howie- 
In-The-Hills in 1967 


The Teamsters Union Pension Fund 


has filed suit against the village and 
bond holders laying the special assess- 
ments under which the bond were sold 
was set up improperly and that the 
bonds should be invalidated 


PENSION FUND officials claim to 


have $1 7 million sunk into a mortgage at 
the defunct subdivision, and are looking 
to capture a priority position toward 
claiming any money redeemed from the 
property 


If the bonds are invalidated the pen- 


sion fund officials will have created a 
pie with one less slice to cut 


The village faces a possible liability 


because of improprieties in setting up the 
special assessment alleged against Peter 
Schultz, former village attorney; Ciorba, 
Spies and Gustavson, village engineers; 
and Robert Burke, former village prose- 
cutor who set the special assessment 
spread. 


Representing the village will be Atty. 


Edward Hofert. 


The trial was postponed in February 


because Joseph Teitelbaum, a former 
pension fund official and a key witness in 
the village's defense, was not able to tes- 
tify because of poor health. 


Today's date was the first time parties 


in the trial could get together again. 


THE HOWIE-IN-THE-HILLS subdivi- 


sion is located north of Winston Knolls 
and runs along both sides of Palatine 
Road 


Parcels of Howie-In-The-Hills are now 


in the hands of federally appointed re- 
ceivers holding title to the land for de- 
positors to the City Savings and Loan 
which went bankrupt in 1964. 


Tho subdivision is an asset of the sav- 


ing institution because C. Oran Mensik, 
City Saving's former president, drained 
the depositors money through Howie-In- 
The-Hills before the subdivision also 
went defunct 


Once the circuit court decides the posi- 


tions of Teamster's Pension Fund, the 
village and the bond holders concerning 
the subdivision, the federal court will 
rule on whether the land is to be devel- 
oped by a new corporation set up by the 
receivers or if the land is to be sold to 
outside parties

Mrs. Jensen plans to inquire tonight 


about Hoffman Estates' plans to improve 
Jones Road. 


"I'm interested in environmental mat- 


ters," she said of more long range con- 
cerns. "I'll look and see what other vil- 
lages are doing (about the environ- 
ment)," she added. 


Cowin said, "I'm going to take an ac- 


tive part in the business council and 
make good the pledge of working to at- 
tract commercial development." 


Cowin, also concerned with ecology, 


would like to see the discontinuance in 


Hoffman Estates of weed killers and bug 
killers that are harmful to valuable life 
forms. 


"I'd like to see the community take 


full advantage of the forest preserve 
within our borders. I think we could be- 
come a garden city," Cowin added. 


Howard Noble, leaves the board after 


eight years service as a trustee. James 
Kopp, appointed as a trustee in October 
1969 resigned his position three weeks 
ago when he moved to Wilmette 


Kopp is expected to attend the meeting

Say Teachers 
Fail To Tell 
The 'Whys9

"Because, is only the beginning of the 


answer to a student's 'why?' Yet, most 
of the time the only answer he gets when 
questioning a teacher or the educational 
system," said Ronna Brenner. 


"We fail to explain the whys, and we 


must, to be effective teachers," said 
Mrs Brenner, a teacher at James B. Co- 
nant High School for five years. 


Describing herself as "a resource per- 


son" she heads the experimental study 
hall option program and teaches indepen- 
dent study in English. 


How do you teach independent study? 


"Non-teaching is more or less the ratio- 
nale in teaching today," said Mrs. Bren- 
ner, who has taught the course for three 
years. 


Independent study is a lot harder task 


master than some students realize. "It 
sounds great, working on your own, but 
the course means responsibility the stu- 
dent finds hard to evade." she said. 


Mrs. Brenrer acts as a resource per- 


son and spends three to four weeks at the 
start of the course on orientation. 


"I DIRECT MY STUDENTS to re- 


source materials, people and places 
Their learning is not the established, vi- 
carious learning or reading of other peo- 
ples' experiences, but knowledge they 
must find themselves. 


The independent English study is cur- 


rently offered to seniors Students who 
take the elective course decide on their 
theme and find out about their subject. 
"Sometimes books help, but if it's tax- 
idermy they are interested in writing 
about, the best way to learn the subject 
is to visit a taxidermist and perhaps 
work with him," said Mrs. Brenner. 
"Periodic checks and conferences keep 
me posted on their progree," she added. 


"That type of learning, by personal ex- 


perience, is best," she believes. 


Miss Brenner said, "When I was a stu- 


dent at Niles Township High School, 
there was a lot more regimentation and 
no questioning of authority, outwardly 
anyway " 


"This has changed, and I'm not sure if 


it's good or bad, but it does mean better 
teaching," she said. 


"Explain what you're doing, instead of 


lecturing for an hour about history, tell 
the students why they need to know 
about history and they will spend the 
rest of their hours learning themselves," 
Mrs. Brenner said. 


"WHEN A STUDENT comes to me and 


asks 'why Calculus? I'll never use it' I 
start with because, as a reason too," 
said the teacher. "Then I try to explain 
that we owe him the right to know about 
calculus or any other subject. Until the 
student knows all these things are here 
for him, he cannot know what he wants," 
said Mrs Brenner. 


"We owe every student the chance to 


experience knowledge or at least the ex- 
posure that will interest him to the 
world," she said. 


"It's a good world, go out and look and 


see," advised Mrs. Brenner who de- 
scribes herself as a people watcher. "A 
successful recovery from a throat cancer 
operation made me more appreciative 
than ever of every minute of life and all 
it offers." 


Classes at Conant keep her busy, but in 


her spare time she reads, "phone books, 
match covers, dictionairies, books, what- 
ever is handiest," she said. Collecting 
antiques, and lately eggs made from dif- 
ferent type materials is another hobby 
Mrs. Brenner likes to ride around the 
countryside with her husband Jerry and 
look for furniture for their Skokie home. 


"NEW 
NEIGHBORHOODS to explore 


and so much to learn about, each day, 
keep me busy," she said. 


Mrs. Brenner described the Conant 


faculty as a young closely knit group, 
full of ideas and enthusiasm. "The ad- 
ministration and department chairmen 
have genuine interest and offer good 
leadership," she said. "This enthusiasm 
is reflected in our students," she added. 


The optional study hall program is an 


example of an extreme change from the 
traditional study hall, said Mrs Brenner 


Today students may study individually, 


in groups, attend planned movies or lec- 
tures, or just go to the cafeteria and talk, 
she explained. 


During their study period they may 


also use the resources of a tutoring sys- 
tem, go to the library or separate brows- 
ing room. 


A committee of 13 faculty and 12 stu- 


dents spent nine months designing the 
study program, in effect for four and a 
half weeks. "It's a great program," said 
the teacher, "but because we worked it 
out and planned it well." 


"It's an example of how Conant works, 


teachers and student body both asking, 
why? and then letting the student learn 
by this experience," said Mrs. Brenner.

Garbage disposal companies serving 


most of the Northwest suburban area 
were named in a permanent injunction, 
issued last week by a DuPage County 
Circuit Court, aimed at price fixing and 
collusive bidding. 


The injunction was issued against the 


Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal 
Association and its 150 member com- 
panies following a year-long investigation 
by Illinois Atty. General William J. 
Scott. 


Included in the association's member- 


ship are 


Arc Disposal Co. of Wheeling; Associ- 


ated Refuse Disposal of Cicero; Barring- 
ton Trucking Co.; DeBoer Bros. Scaven- 
ger Service of Chicago; Charles Lenz & 
Sons, Inc., of Cicero. 


Laseke Disposal Co. of Arlington 


Heights; Monarch Disposal Co. of Elk 
Grove Village; Raupp Disposal Co. of 
Wheeling; John Teune Disposal Service, 
Inc, of Chicago; Van Der Molen Dis- 
posal Co of Melrose Park; and Wayne 
Disposal Co. of Palatine. 


According to the attorney general's of- 


fice, a consent decree signed by all the 
members of the association as a result of 
the suit brought by Scott will allow any 
municipality or business dealing with 


any member company to cancel its con- 
tract without penalty. 


"THAT 
MEANS any 
municipality 


which wishes to seek new bids for scav- 
enger service may cancel its contract 
within 60 days," said a spokesman for 
the attorney general. 


The suit filed by Scott charged the as- 


sociation with adopting rules 
under 


which members agreed to refrain from 
soliciting customers of other members; 
to refuse to accept customers dealing 
with other firms; agreed to price rises; 
bid collusively to assure that pre- 
determined scavengers received business 
in certain areas. 


A spokesman for one of the member 


companies said the association decided 
to sign the consent decree agreeing to a 
judgment without trial, to avoid the cost 
of defending itself against the charges. 
The $50,000 fine will mean an average 
cost of $333 to the 150 companies. 


Scott said the suit was designed to 


eliminate 
"anticompetitive 
practices 


which have existed for years in the gar- 
bage collection industry." Robert S. At- 
kins, chief of Scott's antitrust division 
said the injunction should assure com- 
mercial customers of competitive bids 
throughout Cook, DuPage, Kane, Kan- 
kakee, Lake, McHenry and Will counties.

man's estimate. 


Total low bids on the warehouse, with 


the same four divisions of bidding, were 
$112,711 The district has appropriated 
$110,000 for the work, setting aside mon- 
ey from the past two years' budgets. 
Since the financing is by appropriation, 
not through a bond referendum, the dif- 
ference between the estimate and the low 
bids also can be made up by appropria- 
tion. 


Companies were asked to bid on each 


project separately, and also on the two 
projects as one combined contract. The 
total of the lowest bids on the addition 
and warehouse combined was $307,363, 
slightly under the sum of the lowest bids 
where the two buildings were bid sepa- 
rately. That total was $309,625. 


While 11 companies took out specifica- 


tions on the general contract, excluding 
heating, ventilating, plumbing, and elec- 
tric work, only 10 submitted bids.

Lewis told his fellow board members 


at the last four sessions that he wants 
them to attend committee meetings and 
help interview the candidates. Not all 
have attended. 


He always uses the "building position" 


description and Thursday pressed hard, 
to pin down the full board for a firm date 
to review applicants screened to three fi- 
nal applicants. 


Lewis said the trustees will hot be 


asked to hire a man on that date but 
"just talk to and meet the men, then 
take board action at a regular session."

On Sunday, August 1, just three 


months from now, the village of Hoffman 
Estates has promised to discontinue fur- 
nishing water to the Churchill subdivi- 
sion of Schaumburg. 


Prior to that deadline, Schaumburg is 


planning to complete a $750,000 water 
and sewer system to supply the 190 fami- 
lies currently residing in Churchill, a 
Hoffman-Rosner subdivision, and even- 
tually to Knightsbridge, an adjacent area 
which now contains only model homes. 


"We will definitely try to meet the Au- 


gust 1 deadline but there is absolutely no 
way that Hoffman Estates can cut us off 
because the state environmental and pro- 
tective agency simply will not allow it," 
Joe Zgonina, Schaumburg village engi- 
neer, said Friday. 


The village has advertised for bids and 


plans to award a contract for the system 
on May 12. 


"I sincerely hope to have a contractor 


out on the job May 13," Zgonina said. 


The system will be financed by a num- 


ber of developers in the area including 
Hoffman-Rosner 
Corp. and Zaremba 


Corp., builders of a large complex at 
Golf and Roselle roads. 


"These people are putting up the mon- 


ey to get the job done but we intend to 
waive tap-on fees so they 'will recoup 
these funds so, essentially, the village 
will be paying for the whole thing," the 
engineer explained.

But Monticello ended up dismantled in 


a Chicago warehouse 


According to incomplete records, a 


Chicago businessman became interested 
in the replica purchased it and some- 
how by 1900 the replica had been reas- 
sembled at the St 
Mary's Training 


School for Boys as a summer residence 
for the Archbishop of Chicago 


TODAt THE building, partially reno- 


\ated is used as an infirmary for the 
dependent children of Maryville Acade- 
my 


Its 
twisting corridors, 
large-domed 


skv light roof and ornate masonry still re- 
flect the design imagined by Jefferson, 
when he was still a teenager 


The original Monticello was often in 


lefferson's mind and wntmgs, when he 
sweated through the drafting of the Dec- 
laration 
guided negotiations 
for the 


Louisiana purchase or traded political 
barbs with Alexander Hamilton 


Jefferson had brought his bride, Mar- 


tha Wayles home to Monticello, and it 
was at Monticello where his six children 
were born and where four of them died 
of childhood illnesses 


And when his presidential years term 


ended he retired to Monticello, to pursue 
his interests — scientific farming, essays 
on America s future and freedoms, archi- 
tecture — until his death in 1826, the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence

Both Illinois Senators were present for

The only votes on which they have dif- 


fered were a vote in March to table an 
amendment that would have provided 
voting representation in Congress for the 
District of Columbia (Stevenson against 
tabling. Percy in favor) and a vote late 
last month in which Percy voted in favor 
and Stevenson against an amendment to 
the equal educational opportunities act 
which would have eliminated $15 million 
in appropriations for attorneys' fees 


FXCEPT FOR those tv», the Senators 


have seen eye to eye on most legislation 
passed thus far despite the fact they sit 
on opposite sides of the political aisle in 
the Senate chambers 


But the two are not alone in their 


agreement us both have voted with the 
majority on most Issues 


Percy has participated in 34 of the 39 


yes-no votes and he has voted with the 
prevailing side on 29 times 


Stevenson has been present for 31 of 


the Vt \otes and his vote was cast with 
the majority on 27 times 


On the two votes when they disagreed, 


Percy's side was on the majority both 
times 


Although the two Illinois senators have 


missed a handful of votes, they have not 
missed a Senate roll call to date 


The situation is not quite the same in 


the House of Representatives where the 
three Northwest suburban congressmen 
are all Republicans 


R E P S 
HAROLD Collier, Robert 


McClory and Philip Crane have dis- 
agreed on numerous occasions 


There have been 33 yes-no votes in the 


House with all three congressmen pre- 
sent for 27 of them 


But they have cast identical votes on 


only 13 of the 27, less than 50 per cent 
and despite the fact that all three are 
Republicans 


Crane has been the most dissident of 


the three On eight votes. Collier and 
McClory have agreed while Crane cast 
his vote with the opposition 


Collier voted opposite both Crane and 


McClory on two votes and McClory went 
one way while Crane and Collier agreed 
on only one vote 


McClory has the best 
attendance 


record of the three, missing only one of 
the 85 roll calls or record votes taken to 
date 


Collier has missed six (five roll calls 


and one vote) and Crane has been absent 
on 12 occasions (seven roll calls and five 
votes) 


Collier has the best record for voting 


with the majority, agreeing with most of 
his colleagues on 26 occasions 


McClory has been on the winning side 


on 22 votes and Crane has sided with the 
majority on only 12 votes

THEN HE SWITCHED over to the 


state budget 


"Illinois has a record budget this year, 


but is it balanced7 The governor and his 
administration say they can operate on 
the budget with no tax increases, but the 
chances they can balance the budget are 
slim 


"The governor gambled he can get 


$70,000 in federal funds for welfare, but 
his own administration is now admitting 
they probably won't receive those funds 


"Higher education was cut back 22 per 


cent this year You can't pare it down 
any more and the state says it won't ap- 
propriate more money for it 


"Illinois faces a deficit budget this 


year It looks like the state is going to be 
giving us two unbalanced budgets in a 
row 


"THE PRESENT administration is not 


doing the job the people have a right to 
expect Members of the General Assem- 
bly must prune some of the governor's 
proposed $5 9 billion budget and reorder 
some priorities so that higher education, 
for example, is not shortened," he said 


Dixon said administration proposals for 


revenue sharing from federal sources 
would be a bad bargain for Illinois 


Instead lie proposed that welfare pay- 


ments, which comprise more than $1 bil- 
lion of Illinois current budget, "ought to 
be taken over bv the federal government, 
since federal regulations have left us vir- 
tually powerless to control these out- 
lays " 


Dixon said that since the Supreme 


Court struck down residency require- 
ments "2 welfare recipient in any of our 
neighboring states can improve his stat- 
us simply by moving across the line, into 
Illinois," which pays a family of four 
$282 per month in benefits Comparable 
payments are $260 in Michigan, $240 in 
Iowa, $215 in Wisconsin, $187 in Kentucky 
and only $130 m Missouri 


"At present 
the welfare burden is 


heaviest on the large industrial states, 
where job-seekers are most likely to go 
and, if jobs are unavailable, to wind up 
requiring 
welfare 
assistance 
"These 


states also contribute the largest propor- 
tionate share of federal revenues, and in 
fairness should be able to look to the fed- 
eral government for help in solving the 
burgeoning problem of welfare 


"WERE THAT solution provided, I 


th-nk we would have little trouble provid- 
ing needed services at state or local lev- 
els 
said Dixon 


He went on to say that he voted 


against the abolishment of the personal 
property tax because he knew something 
would have to be substituted in its place 


He said it is coming now in the form of 
increased real estate taxes "Mine's gone 
up about $250," he said 


Dixon said more and more people to- 


day are splitting their tickets and break- 
ing old voting patterns And he said the 
less straight partisan politics are played, 
the greater will be the challenge for the 
General Assembly 


One woman asked if the $800,000 found 


in Paul Powell's shoe boxes (former sec- 
retary of state) would be turned over to 
the state 


The state treasurer replied that the 


funds might be, but first a court has to 
determine whose money it is and where 
it came from 


Dixon won his first elective office m 


1949 when he was 21 Three years later 
he was elected to the State House of 
resentatives, the youngest member of the 
assembly 
After being re-elected regu- 


larly to the House until 1962, he was e- 
ed to the State Senate, and returned 
there in 1966

Last week the Cook County Coun- 


cil of Governments iCOGi went on 
record in favor of establishing a 
metropolitan mass 
transportation 


authority to serve the six-county 
area adjacent to Chicago. 


In so doing, COG threw its sup- 


port behind a growing number of 
public and private bodies which for 
so long have recognized the need 
for a single, coordinated effort to 
clean up the messy state of affairs 
characterizing mass transportation 
in northeastern Illinois. 


But COG went beyond simple 


recognition of the problem. Its rec- 
ommendation for a metropolitan 
authority, 
called 
the 
"Chicago 


Area 
Rapid Transportation Sys- 


tem" 
iCARTSi. was made in a 


short, but meaningful, report out- 
lining spwifir proposals for man- 
aging, staffing and financing such 
an agency. 


As envisioned in the COG report. 


CARTS would serve solely as an 
o p e r a t i n g agency. Long-range 
planning for transportation wr/ulcl 
not be included among the sys- 
tem's responsibilities. 


The COG proposal 
set 
down 


broad powers and responsibilities 
for CARTS. Initially, the system 
would operate the Chicago Transit 
Authority «TA>. commuter rail- 
roads and suburban bus lines un- 
der the management of a board of 
directors elected on a one-man, 
one-vote basis 
CARTS, itself, a 


creation of the statr. would be free 
of regulation from the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 


Operating 
funds 
would 
come 


from 
several sources, including 


fares, a state sales tax. a levy on 
automobile owners 
in the area 


served by CARTS and a state grant 
program funded by portions of the 
state income tax. Provisions for fi- 
nancing capital improvement pro- 
grams also were outlined. 


If the COG proposal goes beyond

the report stage, it is bound to be 
controversial. But the very nature 
of a proposal to set up an area- 
wide agency, to say nothing of the 
suggestion for more tax dollars, 
demonstrates COG was not trying 
to avoid controversy. 


However, the tough problems 


facing 
mass transportation de- 


mand some tough answers. In the 
past, we have recognized that real- 
ity and. therefore, have empha- 
sized the need for a single met- 
ropolitan agency. 


Certainly, some of COG's specif- 


ic recommendations demand fur- 
ther study to measure their feasi- 
bility and effectiveness. But COG 
did not smugly present its report 
as a panacea for all transportation 
ills. The council simply provided 
the 
groundwork 
on 
which 
the 


state's lawmakers could 
build 


some meaningful legislation. 


Despite the face the report was 


published too late for introduction 
as a bill to the General Assembly 
during the current session, its pur- 
pose could still be realized. 


Only last week, the Chicago and 


North Western Railway introduced 
legislation for creation of a similar 
transportation 
authority, 
though 


specific measures differed 
from 


those recommended by COG. We 
would hope the legislators, in con- 
sidering this bill, will study the 
CARTS proposal and. perhaps, in- 
clude some of its provisions as 
amendments to the railroad's bill. 


I'nfortunately, we suffer from a 


degree of skepticism over the legis- 
lature's attitude. Aside from ugly 
partisan haggling generated by the 
CT.Ys plight, the state has dis- 
played a reluctance to face the 
mass transportation crisis in this 
urban area. 


We hope the lawmakers demon- 


strate our skepticism 
is unwar- 


ranted. The 
rapidly-deteriorating 


rendition of mass transportation 
demands immediate attention.

Dual School Districts Penalized

Local educators have been scurrying 


back and forth between here and Spring- 
field, 111., in recent days to support legis- 
lation to wipe out a little-known but fi- 
nancially critical problem for school dis- 
tricts. 


The problem is that educators in dual 


districts — as exist in the northwest sub- 
urbs — feel they aren't getting a fair 
state aid shake in contrast to unit dis- 
tricts — districts which include both ele- 
mentary and high school students. 


Our story begins in 1946, when legisla- 


tors looked at the patchwork of 11,955 
school districts across Illinois and de- 
cided that some incentive should be 
created to encourage consolidation. 


Thus, the legislators passed a law to 


allow unit districts to have a lower 
qualfying tax rate for state aid. Unit dis- 
tricts need only $1.08 as a tax rate to 
qualify for state aid; dual districts to- 
gether need a total combined rate of 
$1.80. 


The ei'fect of the legislation was to 


eliminate a number of tiny one-building 
districts in rural Illinois. By July, 1969, 
there were 1,223 school districts, 75 per 


cent of which were unit districts. 


However, since 1946 all districts except 


two in Cook County operated have been 
dual districts. Today, officials in those 
districts are screaming loudly that they 
want legislative relief. 


So, there are two bills now in the legis- 


lature — SB 632 and HB 1485 — to reduce 
the qualifying rate for high school dual 
districts by 10 cents a year for the next 
two school terms, and by 14 cents a year 
for elementary dual districts for the 
same period of time.

To support the legislation, school offi- 


cials have screamed loudly that state aid 
for each child in dual districts is $75 to 
$100 less in dual districts and in unit dis- 
tricts. 


A group of educators has banded into a 


group called DUE — Dual-Unit Equality. 
They have stressed they're not after a 
financial advantage. Bather, they only 
want parity with unit districts. 


What Youth Wants 


Their argument, is more complex, of 


course, as referendum limits and large 
population areas are additional factors. 
But their central argument is parity with 
unit districts. 


Rep. Charles Clabaugh of the Schools 


Problems Commission spoke in March to 
local educators, on the issue and damp- 
ened their hopes for legislative support. 
But the Senate bill has cleared the Sen- 
ate Education Committee, so perhaps 
this will be the year for relief. 


A FOOTNOTE ON HISTORY: I'll miss 


Leah Cummins as a member of the Dist. 
214 board. 


Mrs. Cummins, defeated last month for 


reelection, had gained a reputation for 
"over involvement" in the classrooms in 
Dist. 214. It cost her many votes, and 
perhaps the election. 


So be it. But perhaps Mrs. Cummins' 


interest in individual students in specific 
programs — and her sometimes-lonely 
defense of students when expulsion cases 
came before the board — are qualities 
which board members need.

trative," by not only conceiving but car- 
rying out a program or two, to demon- 
strate the genuineness of their issue posi- 
tions. (All of the candidates in question 
are legislators who do not ordinarily get 
administrative opportunities.) 


Mind you, now. These young people 


were not cynical. They were not shouting 
"A plague on politics" but were search- 
ing for someone to rally around. Yet they 
were totally lacking in zeal for the quest. 


As a matter of fact, the six candidates 


do not even speak the same way about 
the war, even though they do come to- 
gether on some key points. 


Is it really impossible to judge among 


these men unless they all run put and 
start little projects to prove they mean 
what they say? 


What is the democratic process of se- 


lection all about, if not weighing the can- 
didates' observable qualities of mind, 
their degree of emotional balance, their 
record of performance, past and pre- 
sent? 


Admittedly, choosing can be difficult. 


But democracy was not designed to be 
easy work. 


O 


Which brings us to another point. Un- 


derlying not just their attitudes toward 
candidate choice but many other matters 
was a strange weariness. The new vogue 
word, "despair," did not apply. What 
these young people lacked was a taste 
for the hard challenges of life. By their 
own testimony, they are easily crushed 
by defeat. They do not talk of rising to 
fight another day. 


They want assurances of swift, total 


triumph. They want to believe in some- 
thing and someone. But they don't want 
to have to dig. They want it all out on the 
sleeve to be taken in at a glance.

hailed by one prominent eye doctor as a 
"rare breakthrough" may help many 
people with eye problems and convert 
some of the 9 million who now wear 
regular glasses. 


Thousands of tests on patients indicate 


thnt this tiny plastic lens should: "Help 
millions suffering from comeal problems 
and glaucoma and lure many who now 
shun contact lenses because of the dis- 
comfort factor. 


THIS TINY plastic len.s, said to be soft- 


er than the cornea itself, has a multi- 
billion dollar market potential because of 
the 20 million Americans who wear con- 
tacts or would like to, wear regular 
glasses or who have eye diseases 


There has been a Wall Street rush to 


get aboard the soft lens bandwagon even 
though it still must be road tested com- 
mercial^ 


Stock prices in the companies involved 


have more than doubled in recent 
months. 


Law suits and counter law suits in- 


volving millions of dollars have been 
filed in the fight to control the new pol- 
ymer lens. 


AND TWO COMPANIES are merging 


In a $15.5 million dollar lens deal to 
create a strong marketing foundation for 
the hydrophilic lens. 


Bausch and Lomb of Rochester, N.Y. 


On 
March 18 it received Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration approval to market the 
hydrophilic lens it calls Softens. B & L 
does not claim thereapeutic properties 
for its Soflens. according to Daniel G.

vestigation hy 28 ophthalmologists who 
ferl trip lens is beneficial on the treat- 
ment of pye disorders such as: 


—Bullous kprntopathy, corneal blisters. 
-Stp\ ens-Johnson syndrome, swelling 


of the cornea 


—Dry eye syndrome, absence of tears, 


causing severe Irritation and the con- 
stant sensation that there is a foreign 
body in the eye even when none is pre- 
sent 


—Ocular pemhpigus, blisters of the 


cornea accompanied by shrinkage of the 
tissues around the cornea 


—Exposure keratitis, wherein the lids 


do not completely close, exposing the 
cornea and causing it to become dry. 


—Neuroparalytic keratitis, corneal in- 


spnsitivity due to nerve damage. The 
patient does not have the normal blink- 
ing reflex, thereby exposing the eye to 
foreign bodies or other injuries 


- Corneal erosion, abrasions of the 


cornea 


—Trirhiasis. wherein the eyelashes 


grow in toward the eye. causing irrita- 


tion and pain and sometimes even corn- 
eal scars. 


THERE ALSO has been evidence, ac- 


cording to Griffin spokesmen, that the 
Bionite lens, which is extremely porous 
and thus suitable for administering medi- 
cation slowly, has helped glaucoma 
patients. 


"While the Bionite lens is not magic, 


not the answer to all eye problems, I 
must say it is a rare breakthrough, the 
biggest in my field in many, many 
years," Dr Herbert E. Kaufman, who 
developed the first corneal eye bank told 
UPI. Dr. Kaufman is a surgeon, lecturer 
and head of the Department of Ophthal- 
mology, University of Florida College of 
Medicine, Gainesville, Fla. 


"After working with this lens for three 


years, and using it therapeutically on 
about 1.000 patients," said Dr. Kaufman, 
"I realize now I could not practice good 
medicine without it. I can treat all kinds 
of conditions I couldn't before." 


Bradbury K. Thurlow, Wall Street 


analyst for Hoppin, Watson & Co., rates 
Frigitronic stock as "risky with appeal- 
ing speculative possibilities." But he con- 
siders the lens Frigitronics is trying to 
acquire from Griffin in return for 500,000 
shares of its stock as something of "a 
miracle" for him. Thurlow had partial 
atrophy of the optic nerve from birth, 
and his nose literally touched papers he 
tried to read before March 20. That was 
the day he tried the Bionite lens. "Before 
that I was legally blind, wore regular 
glasses with lenses thick as Coca Cola 
bottle glass. When I went into the doc- 
tor's office and he asked me to read the 
chart I'd ask 'What chart?1 Now I can 
read the fourth line. I can recognize fel- 
low workers I can see." 


MANY DRAMATIC results have been 


reported from among the 2,000 or more 
patients fitted with the bionite lens. 


Sister Mary, a nun in a large midwest 


city, is a notable one She suffered al- 
most unbearable pain from corneal scar 
tissue. Her doctor was just about ready 
to enucleate, remove the eyes, when he 
read a preliminary report on the new 
leas and decided to try it. 


Surgery was performed on both eyes 


over a period of two weeks. The lens was 
applied, and today Sister Mary has al- 
most normal vision, according to a Grif- 
fin spokesman. 


A one-eyed man with Stevens-Johnson 


syndrome had an ulcer which wouldn't 
heal. The hydrophilic lens was used and 
his vision went to normal with no pain. 


WHAT IS SO special about this tiny bit 


of plastic which likes water and can be 
shaped and ground to a person's visual 
needs? 


Aside from its therapeutic values, the 


lens is comfortalbe to wear. 


It also is extremely permeable, per- 


mitting both oxygen and water to get 
though. That's important in adminis- 
tering slow medication, and in holding 
the lenses fast to the eyes. 


All this adds up to a market potential 


of billions if you consider the Bionite len- 
ses, when marketed, will cost about $200 
to $250 a pair and there are some 20 mil- 
lion potential customers in the United 
States alone 


THE SPORTS maiket would be a large

U.S. Must Restore 
Faith In Dollar 


by DON GRAFF 


Some bad news, no matter how under- 


reported for a time, simply will not go 
away. 


What with My Lai trials, Laotian cam- 


ecological crusades and such, not much 
has been heard recently of the dollar's 
chronic problems abroad. 


The problems have not, however, gone 


away. That old balance of payments de- 
vil is still with us and, if anything, is 
showing signs of again becoming a head- 
line issue. 


• Last year the U. S foreign deficit 


was the largest in history — $10 billion. 
We paid that much more for goods and 
services, in military expenditures, in- 
vestments and other financial transac- 
tions than we took in. 


• This year's deficit, while expected to 


be somewhat smaller, will still be un- 
comfortably huge at a currently esti- 
mated $6 billion. 


• Traditionally, the United States has 


traded at a considerable profit which has 
gone far to offset losses in other areas. 
But last year's trade surplus, originally 
targeted for $1.5 billion, had shriveled to 
$650 million by the time the actual ac- 
counts were in and the showing is ex- 
pected to be no better this or next year. 


• Dollars flowing to strong economies, 


particularly West Germany, are pressur- 
ing inflation and thoughts of again 
revaluing upward some currencies and 
converting some of the surplus dollars 
into gold from the U. S. reserves. Swit- 
zerland, perhaps as a polite warning, 
recently cashed in $75 million for gold. 


• U. S. gold reserves kave been declin- 


ing in recent months, to approximately 
Sll billion, almost a billion under a year 
ago. With addition of the Treasury's 
holdings in foreign currencies and of Spe- 
cial Drawing Rights, the international 
"paper gold" created two years ago by 
the free world's leading economic pow- 
ers, plus automatic loan rights from the 
International Monetary Fund, total U. S. 
reserves are close to $15 billion. But this 
is still far short of the dollars in foreign 
hands. 


• Foreign bankers have been making 


Soflens. On Dec. 1, 1970, it was quoted at 
42 3/8; on April 23, 1971, 102, or more 
than double in a few months. 


Frigitronics, which develops, manufac- 


tures and sells cryo-surgical instruments, 
diagnostic equipment and optical prod- 
ucts, had the same stock reaction. Its 
OTC stock jumped from about 10 on Jan. 
1 to 31 on April 20. 


Tempers as well as stakes are soaring 


in the race to cash in on the lens. 


National Patent Development Corp., 


which has a sublease deal with B & L in 
the marketing of its lens, charges Dr. 
Isen of Griffin, a former employe, with 
theft of trade secrets. Dr. Isen charges 
in a counter suit that National Patent is 
trying to restrain trade by claiming pat- 
ents on a basic material which has been 
available for years. "It's a nuisance suit 
and we'd like to get National Patent into 
court but can't," said Dr. Isen. Bob 
Gayle, vice president at National, denies 
this. 


unhappy noises, particularly as to the ab- 
sence of any significant corrective mea- 
sures. On a recent U. S visit, Sir Fred- 
eric Seebohm, chairman of Britain's Bar- 
clay's Bank, largest banking group in the 
world outside the United States, sug- 
gested a run on American gold would not 
be out of the question. 


It would nott however, be likely. The 


effect, widely recognized, on economies 
other than American could be disastrous. 
But if unpleasantness and even pain in 
our dealings abroad are to be avoided, 
some steps to put our accounts in better 
shape are essential. Bringing our own in- 
flation under control would be an ex- 
cellent beginning and diminishing 
the 


drain of the Vietnamese war would be a 
great help. 


Some sign of a policy in Washington on 


the deficits other than "just throwing 
them over the shoulder," as Sir Frederic 
complained, might also help. 


Despite its problems, the dollar is the 


medium exchange of the world's still in- 
disputably largest and strongest econo- 
my. That and the faith that in the long 
run it is as good as gold are its great 
strengths as the world's basic reserve 
currency, which status up to now has 
permitted us to pump out dollars as if 
the world's capacity and tolerance were 
infinite. 


Faith is a wonderful thing. When 


strong, it can move mountains and power 
a world economy. But sustaining it occa- 
sionally requires tossing something a 
little more tangible than good intentions 
into the pot.

Art Krause. a Rolling Meadows stu- 


dent, said freshmen at large universities 
are often "bewildered" because they 
don't know what to anticipate.

school students to start looking for pos- 
sible colleges in their junior year. The 
student should live on a campus a couple 
of days and attend classes before select- 
ing a college, Krause said 


Krause, who has a bachelor's degree 


from Northern Illinois University and is 
enrolled in Harper's two-year electronics 
program, emphasized that the teacher- 
ratio is much better at a community 
ichool and beginning college students 
have a better chance of succeeding 
there 


The counselors wondered what social 


life was hke m a community college with 
students living at home. 


"It's what you make it If you want to 


be involved, you have to look for it. 
There are plenty of activities, such as 
athletics, clubs, dances, concerts and lec- 
tures, but you have to involve yourself," 
said Mimi Hickman of Palatine. 


Ron Bryant, president of the student 


senate, agreed with Miss Hickman and 
said the student government has set up 
concerts and lectures students will be in- 
terested in to "pull the student away 
from his home environment." 


The kind of students who aren't nappy 


with Harper are the ones who attend be- 
cause of parental pressure, Steve Zie- 
linski of Palatine said. Students who 
have no interest in attending a college, 
usually end up dropping out "They don't 
enjoy it or benefit from it," Zielinski 
said.

Heights said students "shouldn't be em- 
barrassed to come to Harper College. 
They should be proud of it." 


Mrs Ann Stewart of Hoffman Estates,

coming Harper freshman, the counselors 
asked 


"Tell them to keep their major open.

"Many kids coming here think it's go- 


ing to be another high school because it's 


a community college. It's definitely a 
college," said Miss Hickman. 


Harper offers both two-year terminal 


programs and two-year transfer pro- 
grams to foiu jear colleges or univer- 
sities. 


Students who intend to transfer should 


plan their transfer when they enter Har- 
p e r, Rodger Fredrickson of Palatine 
said. If the transfer is planned right 
away, his "curriculum can be coordi- 
nated." 


The panelists were also asked to assess 


their high school counseling program. 


"IT WAS VERY bad. Counselors had 


too many students. You felt like just an- 
other number Counseling is much better 
at Harper," Judi Green of Mount Pros- 
pect said. 


Sue Childs who is enrolled in the two- 


year dental hygiene program, said the 
academically high ranking students in 
high schools are "steered only to four- 
year college programs. Everyone doesn't 
want a four-year program "

Library Group 
Holds Conference 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A veteran of cooperative library sys- 


tem wars offered some insights into the 
problems and benefits of inter-library co- 
operation to a group of librarians and 
library board members last week. 


Gunther Jansen. director of the Suffolk 


County (New York) Cooperative Library 
System, began his speech at the annual 
trusteeV dinner of the Library Adminis- 
trators' Conference of Northern Illinois 
by saying. "There is no way I can hold a 
talk tonight that will satisfy everyone in 
this audience " 


The audience included horary repre- 


sentatives from libraries in the North 
Suburban Library System and the Subur- 
ban Library System, both of which have 
been embroiled in controversy on the 
question of reciprocal borrowing. 


ALL LIBRARIES in the Northwest 


Suburb* are members of the North Sub- 
urban Library System A reciprocal bor- 
rowing plan adopted by the system has 
been rejected by the Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect libraries, as well as 
others in the system 


Reciprocal borrowing allows any per- 


son with a library card at any library in 
a system to borrow books directly from 
any other library in the system 


The New York library systems served 


as a model for Illinois, Jansen reminded 
hn audience and one problem is "a large 
part of the New York cooperative ap- 
proach has been transferred lock, stock 
and barrel, good points and bad points 
and all The New York system doesn't 
even fit the local situation in ail parts of 
New York ' 


Jansen laid that when reciprocal bor- 


rowing, called "direct access," in New 
\ork, came up in his system, a suburban 
system much like those in the Chicago 
area. "We went through hell and it near- 
ly wrecked the system " 


A program was finally worked out, he 


said, which does not provide any mone- 
tary reimbursement for libraries that get 
heavy use In a neighboring system, the 
Westchester Cooperative, reimbursement 
has been used and the system now 
spends "$65 000 a year they could be us- 
ing for services " 


JANSKN SAID that in his experience, 


he had found that reimbursement was 
not necessary bcause "the good librar- 
ies, the ones most likely to be raped by 


surrounding libraries, also use the sys- 
tem services more. This is a price they 
have to pay for system service." 


However, he said no centrally imposed 


solution can possibly work in library sys- 
tems and urged that members of local 
systems work out their own problems be- 
cause "it can be worked out." 


The Suffolk system, he said, is now af- 


ter 10 years maturing in the services it 
offers The system offers a union catalog 
s e r v i c e , reference referral service, a 
"book bank" program in which the sys- 
tem buys one copy of every book publish- 
ed by m mij&r publufcers and sends it 
to local libraries with specialized collec- 
tions, consultant services, data process- 
ing and audio-visual services and cen- 
tralized acquisition and processing 


THE GOAL of cooperation, he said, 


should be to centralize all the behind the 
scenes book processing and control func- 
tions "You always need people to meet 
the public but the technical things should 
all be centralized." he said. 


Jansen added that one of the problems 


with cooperation is that, although every- 
one is for it, "we aren't willing to take 
the intervening steps " 


"We are all looking for the Nirvanah 


when we are all plugged in to a huge 
data bank and can push a button and 
have everything from the Library of Con- 
gress in our local library, but that will 
never happen until we take the first 
steps," he said, 
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interested in filling out college appli- 
cations than in listening to student prob- 
lems." 


Some of the students also felt that Har- 


per was "put down" by too many high 


school counselors thoug i it is a fully ac- 
c r e d i t e d junior college. Counselors 
should have more information on Har- 
per, they suggested. 


The conference also included a talk on 


"Suicide on Campuses" by Dr. Theodore 
Nelson, dean of students at Northern Col- 
orado University and a clinical psy- 
chologist. He is director of the Institute 
on College Suicide.

The Lamaze Way Of Childbirth 


A Sense Of Security 


by MARY B. GOOD 


Lamaze babies arrive "special deliv- 


ery." 


Ideally, they are born with no drug 


hangover — awake and aware, like their 
mothers. 


The Lamaze method of childbirth has 


appeal because it suggests lessened pain 
and fear during labor. Training sessions 
focus on breathing, muscle, and relaxa- 
tion exercises. 


The name comes from Dr. Ferdinand 


Lamaze. In 1951, Dr. Lamaze introduced 
t h e 
psychoprophylactic 
method to 


France, where today almost 50 per cent 
of the expectant mothers use the method 
to deliver their babies. 


Dr. Lamaze discovered the basic theo- 


ry while traveling in Russia in the early 
1900s. He adapted it and elaborated on 
the techniques, developing his own types 
of breathing exercises, etc. 


THE LAMAZE CHILDBIRTH tech- 


nique was introduced to this country 11 
years ago by a group of physicians, nurs- 
es, physiotherapists and parents. 


Interest in the Lamaze method has in- 


creased considerably in the last few 
months. There's now an area unit. It's 
called the Northern Illinois Chapter of 
the 
A m e r i c a n Society of Psy- 


choprophylaxis in Obstetrics (ASPO). 
Teachers serve in Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Streamwood and neighboring com- 
munities. 


M r s . Frank Tyska of Arlington 


Heights, who is awaiting official teacher 
certification, said that Lamaze gives 
first-time parents a sense of security in- 
stead of foreboding. 


At a gathering of teachers and instruc- 


tors in training, Mrs. George Levitt of 
Hoffman Estates, said, "The big word is 
dignity. A mother can labor and deliver 
her child with dignity." Mrs. Levitt 
was cradling her own infant as she 
spoke. 


"LAMAZE IS A self-motivating thing," 


said Mrs. Phillip Berger of Buffalo 
Grove. "A woman has to want to try the 
method. No doctor or hospital staff sug- 
gests it." 


In the center of the Thomas Green liv- 


ing room, 756 W. Lincoln Lane, Des 
Plaines, prospective parents, students of 
Mrs. Green, practiced Lamaze exercises. 
Charles Frame acted as his wife's labor 
coach. Charles showed how husbands can 
lessen the effects of back labor with 
counter pressure. 


"Husbands lose their 'uncomfortable- 


ness, their uptightness,'" said Mrs. 
Tyska, "when pregnancy, labor and de- 
livery lose their mystery. They get in- 
volved and drop the notion that having 
babies is woman's work. The couple ex- 
periences birth together." Mrs. Tyska, a 
registered nurse, first heard of Lamaze 
at her LaLeche League meeting. 


LAMAZE GETS HUSBANDS out of the 


waiting room and into the labor and de- 
livery rooms, (the closest hospital that 
allows husbands in delivery is St Jo- 
seph's, Elgin. Last year a Lamaze 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. Barry Gross of Chi- 
cago, made headlines when they chal- 
lenged a hospital's right to ban fathers 
from the delivery room and won.) 


Accredited instructors like Mrs. Green 


and Mrs. Frank Kolde of Streamwood 
consider themselves part of the obstetric- 
al team. They teach that Lamaze is 
compatible with accepted OB practice 
and does not rule out the use of medica- 
tion when needed. 


Training sessions are held once weekly 


for six consecutive weeks, usually during 
the last eight weeks. Mrs. Green be- 
lieves that motivation is strongest at this 
time. 


MRS. LEVITT is the woman whom 


couples contact (882-5656) for information 
on books and other written materials put 
out by the Northern Illinois Chapter of 
ASPO. She prefers that those who want 
names of teachers, cooperating physi- 
cians and hospitals where husbands are 
allowed in delivery write Box 174, High- 
land Park, or call 433-5550. 


"The secret of relaxing is concentra- 


tion," said Mrs. Berger. 


"And you know, learning how to relax 


comes in handy, not only during labor, 
but in many other situations — like in 
the dentist's chair!" added Mrs. Levitt.

Use a 
deep-fat thermometer and when the tem- 
perature gets low, reheat the fat. Those 
who use electric skillets or deep well 
cookers say the temperature is main- 
tained automatically.

Employment — SB2 repealing 
the 


8-hour law is in the Labor and Com- 
merce Committee. SB23 also repealing 
the 8-hour law received a "do pass" 
from Labor and Commerce and is on 
third reading. 


SB459-SB461 for a comprehensive Fair 


Labor Standards Act is up for second 
reading. 


HB730 amending the Fair Employment 


Practices Act to prohibit discrimination 
in employment based on sex or physical 
handicap is in Executive Committee. 
HB1162 amending the FEPA to prohibit 
discrimination on the basis of sex is in 
Welfare Committee and up for second 
reading. 


Abortion — SB748 allowing abortion up 


to 12 weeks by licensed physician in li- 
censed medical faclity is in Judiciary 
Committee. HB1522 allowing abortion up 
to 12 weeks by a licensed physician in 
licensed facility and removing the quali- 
fication "to save a woman's life" is in 
Judiciary II with hearing scheduled for 
May 18. 


Day Care — SB650 amending the 


grants in aid program to remove regres- 
sive percentages, $750,000 limit and four- 
year limit on aid was amended to make 
all centers eligible for aid rather than 
just new or expanding ones. Received a

Throw in the political savvy of a Gene 


McCarthy. 


Put the man on a platform in front of a 


howling, 
cheering, 
standing-room-only 


mass of 1,200 college students and other 
adults. Dress him in a double-breasted 
suit with a shocking American flag de- 
sign as lining. 


Throw in spotlights, Ken and Barbi 


dolls, a slide and film show, the Nation- 
al-Mediocrity Test and a brown-bag 
lunch. 


You have, then, a presidential candi- 


date. 


THE CANDIDATE is, of course, Pat 


Paulsen, a very funny comedian and a 
deadly serious presidential candidate. 


It might be fair to say, after 90 min- 


utes at Harper College Thursday eve- 
ning, that Paulsen could carry the North- 
west suburbs in 1972. 


At 8 p.m., with every seat in the Col- 


lege Center lounge filled, and with stu- 
dents 10-deep watching from balconies, 
Paulsen walked to the podium. As the 
cheers subsided, he dropped his lower 
eyelids and observed: 


"I'm very excited to be here." 
First for the comedian was a com- 


mentary on today's youth ("We have a 
generation of young people that is revolt- 
ing") and their "leaders" ("Why punish 
the Chicago Seven and allow the In- 
dianapolis 500?") 


A future for college education? Paul- 


sen showed film clips of Sipro T. Agnew 
University ("Spiro U"), which contains: 


—The Julius Hoffman School of Law 


("the architecture is strict construc- 
tionist"); 


—William Westmoreland Hall ("with 


graduate study in Cambodia"); 


—and the Strom Thurmond Center 


'"with a statue of Flip Wilson eating wa- 
termelon"). 


As he talked, the campus burned to the 


ground. 


PAULSEN touched on "astrology, zen, 


occult and things that go bump in the 
night," and lapsed into a tirade against 
youth: 


"I've heard about your Coke parties 


and going off and shooting up Prepara- 
tion H. In the end, it'll shrink your 
mind." 


Never far from politics at any point in 


his lecture, Paulsen lapsed into an Ag- 
new imitation, spiced with: 


"Do we need a foreigner like Dante 


telling us to go to hell?" 


"It was no suppository-crazed madman 


who gave us Palatine!" he cried, and 
then, as his voice became a scream, he 
lapsed into German. 


The audience roared, and Paulsen 


shamefacedly apologized for the lapse. 


THE COMEDIAN said he'd cover the 


"entertainment 
and educational 
por- 


tions" of "is S-E-X a four-letter word'" 
The education was "sex-education" with 
Ken and Barbi dolls hidden in a suitcase; 
the entertainment was an urging of fe- 
male liberation ("no more Pocahontas 
and Dale Evans tokenism"). 


Paulsen paused and took out a brown 


paper bag. It was dinner time. After he 
finished drinking the milk and reading 
the college newspaper wrapped around 
the sandwich, Paulsen answered shouted 
questions from the audience: 


ON GEORGE WALLACE: "He was 


the only candidate with no mud on him 
in 1968, perhaps because he had a sheet 
over his head." 


—On Harper College: "It was either 


come here or have a tooth pulled." 


—His 
vice presidential candidate: 


wally Cox. 


—On the population explosion: "I was 


in India the day it happened." 


—On ping-pong diplomacy: Well, they 


got their laundry done . . . they took us 
to the cleaners." 


Paulsen's "American Mediocrity Test" 


allowed his audience to help determine 
who was the "father of American me- 
diocrity." 


He concluded the test by stating, "Men 


will say, 'this was their average hour.' " 


LATER IN THE ACT. however. Paul- 


sen's tone changed. He narrated a short 
film tracing man's development from 
ape to environment polluter 


Another brief narrated film showed an 


American boy growing to manhood then 
dying in a war. The background for the 
film was an American flag: 


"It doesn't matter what flag is up 


there, it's all the same," he said. 


Paulsen then looked solemnly at his 


audience, called them "the hope of the 
future" and stuck out his tongue at them. 
Before he left the stage, he spread open 
his coat, revealing a flag-like design as 
the lining. The audience cheered and 
gave him a standing ovation. 


It is difficult after hearing Paulsen's 


lecture, to believe the man is a serious 
political candidate. His style is not that 
of a Nixon, a Kennedy or a Muskie. 


But Paulsen declares he will run in 


New Hampshire next year as a "liberal 
Republican." He's already making plans 
for the campaign.

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Maine North Announces Honor Roll 


DWW Dr. Lamb — I read your article 


recently regarding cholesterol. It was 
very enlightening to learn that cholester- 
ol was not a fat but an alcohol. I would 
like to know what effect elcohol, taken in 
moderation, would have on the arteries. 


Dear Reader — Cholesterol from an or- 


ganic chemist's point of view is an alco- 
hol, but since it has a large number of 
carbon atoms in It, it is classified as a 
large molecule which causes it to be sol- 
id. In Greek, "chole" means bile and 
"steros" mean* solid. It is formed by the 
liver and flows in the bile into the in- 
testines. There it joins with any choles- 
terol in the food that you eat and part of 
this combined cholesterol pool is ab- 
sorbed from the intestine back into the 
bloodstream. Here it joins with fat par- 
ticles and part of the combination may 
end up being deposited in the arteries to 
cause atherosclerosis. 


Drinking alcohol (a small molecule 


with only two carbon atoms > has no ben- 
ficial effect in preventing atherosclerosis 
unless a person drinks so much alcohol 
he has liver damage. In this case, the 
amount of cholesterol produced by the 
liver may be diminished. An indicidual 
who drinks enough alcohol to produce 
this effect, however, usually has serious 
Uver disease which in itself may cause 
death. 


Alcohol can damage the pancreas and 


the brain and cause gastritis. Alcohol is 
a toxin (poison) to the heart muscle and 
individuals who drink a lot of alcohol 
may develop heart failure from its ef- 
fect. 


In addition, alcohol has lots of calories. 


In fact, it has more calories than car- 
bohydrates or proteins and only a bit 


fewer calories than pure fat. This is why 
the person who drinks a lot of alcohol in 
addition to a substantial diet is usually 
fat and often has atherosclerosis with 
subsequent heart disease. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a healthy, 


hard-working man nearly 75 years old 
and my trouble is that my kidneys work 
every 30 minutes to an hour in the day- 
time and about every two hours at night 
and every time I go near running water. 
The only habit I have is smoking cigars. 
What do you recommend to ease the ag- 
gravation? 


Dear Reader — You should go see your 


doctor. It Is possible that your condition 
is caused by an enlarged prostate gland. 
The obstruction caused by the prostate 
gland causes the bladder to be over- 
distended and is associated with a 
frequent desire to urinate. 


If the amount of urine being passed 


each time is of normal or considerable 
quantity, you may have an important 
change in function of your kidneys or 
even diabetes. 


There isn't any way that this problem 


can be resolved without a good medical 
examination. If you have diabetes, you 
should be receiving treatment. If you 
have prostate trouble, something should 
be done to relieve the obstruction, which 
will help relieve your symptoms.

spade, the odds are at least 20-1 that we 
hold at least five spades.

Jim: "South opens one heart because

And it prob- 
ably would have been. As it is, North 
raises to two hearts after the spade over- 
call and eventually takes his partner to 
the heart game." 


Oswald: "Four opposite three isn't the 


most desirable trump holding but it 
works out all right today.

Jesus' Jesus' ' ) us Senate Resolution No. 
310 


Introduced by Sacramento's Sen. Al- 


bert Rodda, the resolution describes SSR 
as "working to turn the tide of publicity 
from the youthful criminal, misfit and 
drug addict to those young who have 
made meaningful adjustments to life, by 
asking the mass media to publicize the 
activities of those young people who are 
speaking out in word arid deed for a spir- 
itual 
and 
moral awakening of our 


youth " 


Who could seriously object to the ideal 


of giving wholesome religious youth as 
much coverage as the hopped-up scree- 
chers who attract photographers lenses 
like they attract flies? 


Certainly not Sen Rodda, a devout, 


progressive, thoughtful and ecumenically 
minded Methodist Neither did his fellow 
senators, who voted unanimously to: 
"call upon nil citi/rns to join in its 
("Spiritual Revolution Day") observance 
through appropriate ceremonies and pro- 
grams and to urge schools, churches, 
youth organizations and the media of 
public Information to participate in this 
observance " 


How many tent evangelists, faith hea- 


lers or new sects have ever been offi- 
cially endorsed with tht Great Seal of 
the State of California? This was (and 
should continue to bei good for consid- 
erable mileage, while constituting an im- 
pressive coup for SSR president Richard 
Weaver This young man was descnbd 
as a "suave middleman and organizer of 
the happening." by the conservative Pro- 
testant weekly. "Christianity Today " 


The happening- A rally and march on 


the California Capitol by 5.000 youth, 
some of them carrying such banners as: 


"You can take Jesus out of the loving, 


but — you can't take the loving out of 
Jesus'" 


On the Capitol steps, the reformed- 


drug-addict-evangelist Al Hopson advised 
the multitude: 


"God is calling for discipleship, baby!" 
And while this youth march was re- 


freshingly 
devoid 
of 
any 
violence, 


shouted obscenities, public fornication, or 
drug use, the sectarian emphasis (with 
"Jesus' Jesus! Jesus'" as the latest 
turn-on fad-phrase) evoked 
questions 


from at least one Christian minister. 


Wrote the Rev. Richard K. Ernst of the 


First Methodist Church of Loomis, Calif. 


"I consider it quite out of place for the 


State Senate to endorse and promote an 
event that is so obviously sectarian in its 
emphasis. That the state should endorse 
a program which has as one of its goals 
"calling on all people to acknowledge the 
deity of Jesus Christ as the Son of God" 
must certainly be an affront to our non- 
Christian citizenry. 


"As a Christian minister I do not op- 


pose spiritual renewal. But I am deeply 
concerned about the callous disregard 
which those of us in the majority often 
seem to have to the rights and sensi- 
tivities of f minority members of our 
society." 


Replied Sen. Rodda: 
"I had no knowledge of the character 


of the material used to advertise the or- 
ganization. I can assure you that if that 
young man (Richard Weaver) 
again 


seeks such a resolution, I will discuss 
with him the far-reaching implications 
of some of the very sweeping general- 
i/alions which are included in the flyer. 
Furthermore I do not intend to author it 
again." 


Sen Rodda has proven less susceptible 


to one of his fellow senators than he was 
to the suave young Weaver. As the Sena- 
tor who traditionally appoints the Senate 
Chaplain, he has successfully resisted 
the demand of Sen. (now Congressman) 
John Schmitz (R.. Orange County, and a 
member of the John Birch Society) that 
all Senate prayers end with the mention 
of Jesus Christ Rodda's resistance to 
this demand is appropriate 
indeed, 


seeing that the present Chapla'n of the 
Senate is Rabbi Alvin Wohl.

WASHINGTON (I'PD -During the 


past fortnight there have been warnings 
by mayors and other urbanologists that 
American cities cnnnot continue to sur- 
vive under present conditions.

Or have they already outlived their use- 
fulness and now linger on only as ex- 
pensive anachronisms? 


Think aboput it 
ONK THIM; TO consider is that ghost 


towns are part of the American heritage 
and tradition In the past, folks didn't 
hesitate to abandon a place that had be- 
come an economic deadfall. So why 
should there be any hesitation about 
crejtmg modern ghost cities9 


Most people who could afford to move 


out of the city already have done so Un- 
fortunately, many poor people still are 
sturk there, but it would be cheaper to 
subsidize their removal to more viable 
areas than to subsidize their continued 
occupancy of the city 


Or so it appeared to me. To make cer- 


tain I was thinking clearly on this mat- 
ter, I consulted my urban affairs ad- 
viser, Dr. Wolfgang Slumpfellow. 


"Your thinking is positively crystal- 


line, dear boy," Slumpfellow assured me. 
"The survival of American cities is 
threatened today by one basic, fatal plan 
— they were built in the wrong place. 


"THE TYPICAL American city was 


situated to become either a port or a 
railroad. But people no longer travel by 
ships and trains. Consequently, the need 
for cities in those locations has dis- 
appeared. 


"While it is true that ships and trains 


still carry a lot of cargo, you don't need 
a whole city for that 


"People now travel by air and auto. 


This means that 
population centers 


should be located around airports and 
freeway exits. 


"Future generations no longer will 


think of themselves as natives of St. 
Louis, Miami or Denver. They will be 
natives of exit 37 or runway 8." 


I said. "Does this mean that cities 


eventually will vanish entirely?" 


"In most cases, yes," Slumpfellow re- 


plied. "However, for the sake of nos- 
talgia tie Smithsonian Institution may 
preserve a few of them as museum 
pieces."

It's Still The Palmer Era 
Golfs Arnie And His Army Endure 


(First of Three Parts.)

NEW YORK — (NBA) — The Charles 


Coodys and Orville Moodys come and go 
Jack Nicklaus and Billy Casper and 
Gary Player maintain their solid spots 
But it is still Arnold Palmer's show It is 
still the Arnold Palmer era in golf 


This is so even though Palmer has not 


won a major tournament (that is, Mas- 
ters US Open, British Open or PGA) 
since 1964 And by 1969 he had suffered 
the humiliation of ha\ing temporarily 
lost his putting touch and, worse, suf- 
fered a sore hip that foiced him to with- 
draw from the PGA tournament in Day- 
ton amid dour thoughts that he might be 
forced to retire 


Yet as recently as the last Masters, 


Palmer, healthy again, was the leading 
money-winner on the tour and had won 
two straight tournaments He is always a 
threat, and if he is not the pre-tourna- 
ment favorite in the calculating minds of 
the experts, he is invariably the favorite 
in the sentimental hearts of the fans 


"Arnic's Army," which burgeoned in 


1960, has remained a force on the fair- 
ways Palmer outdraws any other con- 
tender 3-to-l, according to Ray DeBarge, 
long-time gallery official at the Augusta 
National Golf Course. 


"A good example," said DeBarbp, 


"was on the first day of this year's Mas- 
ters Palmer was on 15 and Nicklaus was 
on 11 You could see the great flow of 
people — several thousand — stopping to 
watch both Then there was a parting 
and most of the gallery drifted toward 
Arnie " 


Technicolor applause greets Palmer as 


he trudges up the hill to the green, hitch- 
ing his pants, his sunbleached hair 
whipped m a cowlick, a gentle, humble 
smile on his face and, win or lose, he 
looks like he's in the thick of the contest. 
He greets the cheers by raising his put- 
ter modestly, the sun lights it up as if it 
were good Lancelot's sword. He retains 
at 41, rugged good looks, thick-tanned

"Charge," exclaims the gallery upon a

DIPHTHERIA 


Q— Why immunize my child against diph- 


theria, since it is now so infrequent? 


A—Because it still does occur — among 


older, non-immunized people. The rea- 
son children almost never get the disease 
is. simply, because so many of them 
have been immunized with diphtheria 
toxoid. 


Q—When should this vaccine be given? 
A— Early in childhood. Three injections are 


necessary, and should be started at the 
age of six months. 


Q—Are there side reactions? 
A— Minor — only slight fever — in infants. 


Adults have somewhat more reaction, 
with sore arms and fever. They are usu- 
ally given a milder, "adult" toxoid. 


Q—How effective is immunization against 


diphtheria? 


4—Extremely effective, lasting for several 


years. Booster doses are usually given 
about a year after the initial series of 
three, again at first school attendance, 
and perhaps repeated in early high 
.school years. 


Q—How is diphtheria loxoid given? 
A—Usually in combination with vaccines 


against tetanus and whooping cough. 


TETANUS 


Q—Who should receive tetanus toxoid? 
A— Everyone is exposed occasionally to the 


risk of tetanus, and not just from the 
traditional rusty nail. Even a minor 
wound can be a hazard. Adults who 
work in gardens, and children who play 
in yards or on the street constantly have 
some exposure. Protection is so simple 
and effective that nobody should be 
without it. 


Q—Can't antitoxin be used, instead of im- 


munizing everybody against the dis- 


A—Relatively safe antitoxic globulin is now 


available, made from human blood. But 
since the risk is not always recognized 
when an injury is slight, it is well to be 
protected with toxoid ahead of time. 
This eliminates the necessity of anti- 
toxin alter an injury. 


Q—How long does the protection of teta- 


nus immunization last? 


A— At least 10 years after the initial series, 


which consists of three doses of toxoid. 
Booster doses probably do not need to 
be given at intervals of less than five 
years, and should not be given annually. 


PERTUSSIS 
(Whooping Cough) 


Q—Who should be immunized against 


whooping cough? 


A—The need is greatest in infancy. Immu- 


nization should be started by the third 
month of life, usually in combination 
with diphtheria and tetanus toxoids. 
One of the greatest protections for the 
new baby is the previous immunization 
of the other children in the family, thus 
cutting down exposure. 


Q—At what age should immunization 


against whooping cough be dis- 
continued? 


A— For some reason, fever and systemic re- 


action are more severe after the age of 5 
or 6 years, and immunization should be 
completed before that time. 


Q—What is the duration of protection? 
A—It continues through childhood years 


when the danger of the disease is great- 
est. 


Q—How can young adults be protected? 
A—The best protection is immunization of 


infants so that they will not expose 
adults to the disease. Whooping cough 
vaccine should not be used for adults. 


POLIO 


IJ—Which polio vaccine is preferable — 


the killed vaccine of Salk, or the live 
virus vaccine of Sabin? 


A—The Sabin vaccine is much more effec- 


tive, and immunity probably continues 
for life. Salk vaccine is less frequently 
used and is not the preferable agent for 
immunization at any age. 


Q—Should adults be immunized against 


polio? 


A—The greatest protection for adults is to 


have all infants immunized, because in- 
fants and young children are the vectors 
(carriers) of the disease. They may get it 
in a mild form, then transmit it to their 
parents and other close adult contacts 
— who may develop far more serious 
cases. Universal immunization of chil- 
dren would almost eliminate polio. 


Q—When should the infant be immunized 


against polio? 


A—Not too early. Somewhere in the second 


six months of life is appropriate. Prefer- 
ably, it should not be done in com- 
bination with other immunizing agents. 


Q—The presence of live virus sounds 


alarming — is this'dangerous? 


A—The risk, if any, -is extremely small 


— somewhere in the neighborhood of 
one paralytic case in 4 million immu- 
nizations. This is less than the risk in 
most other forms of immunization, 
and surely less than the risk of con- 
tracting polio through exposure — a 
risk which existed only a few years 
ago. 


MEASLES 


Q—Everyone gets measles — or nearly 


everyone — so why make such a fuss 
about protecting children? 


A—Measles is a'very serious disease, with 


high fever and great discomfort and dis- 
ability, particularly for adults. The 
greatest risk is in the complications, es- 
pecially encephalitis, which occurs at 
about the same rate that paralytic polio 
used to occur before the days of polio 
vaccine. 


Q—Should measles vaccine be given along 


with other shots? 


A—No. It should be deferred until the age 


of 1 year. It can be given the child any 
time after that. 


Q—Are reactions for measles vaccine 


serious? 


A— No. The maximum reaction usually con- 


sists of slight fever, sometimes a little 
rash, and mild sickness which resembles 
an attenuated (reduced in virulence) 
case of measles. Usually there is no reac- 
tion at all. 


Q—How about booster injections? 
A—There is little need for booster in- 


jections, since the single original dose 
will provide protection through most of 
the vulnerable childhood years, and 
probably extends into adulthood. 


Q—What can be done for a 
non- 


immunized child who is exposed to 
measles? 


A— Human gamma globulin will give imme- 


diate, but not prolonged, protection. 


Q—Should measles vaccine be given dur- 


ing pregnancy? 


A—No. The immunization is best carried 


out in early childhood. 


Q—What effect does measles have on the 


fetus if the mother has the disease 
during pregnancy? 


A—This is different from rubella (German 


measles) in which the results can be so 
devastating. The infant is little affected 
if the mother has regular measles during 
pregnancy. 


RUBELLA 


(German measles) 


Q—When will rubella vaccine be avail- 


able, so that it can be used to protect 
mothers and their unborn children? 


A—The new vaccine is now available. It 


should be given to infant after age one. 


MUMPS 


Q—Has a new vaccine been developed for 


mumps? 


A—Yes. We now have a live virus vaccine, 


which is very effective and which has 
completely superseded the older, and in- 
effective, killed virus vaccine. 


Q—When should mumps vaccine be giv- 


en? 


A—Not before 1 year, but most authorities 


recommend postponing it to the age of 
10 or 11 years, because the disease is 
moore serious at the higher age levels 
and in adulthood. Males may suffer 
serious complications, including ster- 
ility, if they develop mumps in adoles- 
cence or as adults.

For Family Health

Diseases All 
But Wiped Out 


Q—Can this vaccine be given after ex- 


posure? 


A—It can, and without risk, but the time is 


too short to produce immunity. 


Q—Is there reaction to mumps vaccine? 
A—Practically none — perhaps a slight fe- 


ver for a day or so, about a week after 
vaccination. 


Q—Should females be immunized? 
A—They may be, but this is less important 


than for males. Mumps has little or no 
effect on pregnancy or the fetus. 


SMALLPOX 


Q—There have been so few cases of small- 


pox in recent years, is vaccination 
really necessary any more? 


A—The reason for the low incidence of 


smallpox is clearly the result of years of 
conscientious vaccination, which has 
practically eradicated the disease. With- 
out continued vaccination, we could 
eventually expect smallpox incidence to 
rise. 


Q—Is smallpox vaccination hazardous? 
A— It can be. There are very rare instances 


of severe reactions in normal people. 
The best and safest age for vaccination 
is between 1 and 2 years. It should not 
be done when the child has eczema or 
other skin eruptions. There are risks for 
patients with some other disease, espe- 
cially including malignancies such as 
leukemia and lymphoma. 


Q—Do you think our present system of 


smallpox vaccination, which induces a 
mild form of local infection, will be 
continued? 


A—Other methods are being explored, and 


safer methods may be introduced, but 
until then our only recourse for protec- 
tion of the population is in conscientious 
vaccination. 


INFLUENZA 


0—Should everyone be vaccinated against 


the "flu"? 


A—Most authorities do not recommend 


this, because there are numerous strains, 
and protection against the one which 
causes the next epidemic may not be 
provided. 


Q—Are there special conditions where flu 


vaccine should be given? 


A—Yes, children eyhith chronic diseases 


such as fibrocystic disease or rheumatic 
fever, and senior citizens with a history 
of respiratory problems. 


IMMUNIZATION 


IN GENERAL 


Q—Why is it so important to immunize in 


infancy and very early childhood? 


A—-Because other children and even adults 


in the family are likewise protected 
against most of the infections against 
which vaccination is recommended. 


Q—Is there no limit to the number of 


vaccines which a person can take? 


A—There is always the law of diminishing 


returns. Vaccination should be limited 
to those diseasee which pose a definite 
risk.

A U. S. Federal District Court Judge 


last week dismissed a suit alleging dis- 
crimination when the operators of an Elk 
Grove Village apartment complex re- 
fused to rent an apartment to a Mexican- 
American woman in Febrary, 1970. 


Judge Alexander Napoli ruled Wednes- 


day that there was no discrimination 
shown to Mrs. Marie Rodriguez, 27, who 
had sought to rent an apartment at The 
Terrace, located at Elk Grove and John 
F. Kennedy boulevards in the suburb. 


The suit, filed last July by the Cook 


County Legal Assistance Foundation's 
Evanston office, named as defendants 
Baird Warner Inc., a leasing and man- 
agement firm, and Frank P. Barber, 
resident manager. 


In the suit, the foundation, a private 


agency funded through the U. S. Office 
of Economic Opportunity, asked $10,000 
in damages. 


The suit was filed after Barber re- 


jected the lease application in writing af- 
ter an evaluation. 


Paul Brayman, an attorney represent- 


ing the complainant, said Friday he may 
appeal the decision. 


JOHN SHEEHAN of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, said he testified that Mrs. Rodri- 
guez and her two children would have 
the help of Neighbors at Work (NAW) 
Inc. in making the rent money "avail- 
able" in order to pre-pay the full term of 
a lease. 


Sheehan, president of NAW, said the 


rent of a one-bedroom and two-bedroom 
apartment was from $160 to $190 a 
month. 


An attorney for the defendants and 


Barber both said they preferred not to 
comment on the case. 


Mrs. Rodriguez was last known to be 


living in Wheeling. In 1969, however, she 
lived in a shack on a farm on Landmeier 
Road in Elk Grove Village. 


The shack was destroyed by the local 


fire department after it was found to be 
in a substandard condition by Elk Grove 
Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett. 


THE CHIEF subsequently had the 


woman placed in a motel. Neighbors at 
Work followed by helping her find other 
housing, that eventually resulted in a 
place for her to live in Wheeling where 
she was joined by her mother and two 
children. They arrived from Texas last 
summer. 


Mrs. Rodriguez' residence in Wheeling 


was refurbished by a group of high 
school youths with the help of the former 
pastor of the Community Presbyterian 
Church in Mount Prospect, the Rev. Tom 
Howels.

Service Agencies To Move 


The youth and adult divisions of Elk 


Grove Village Community Service will be 
moving from their office in the Park n' 
Shop to new locations by the end of this 
month, it was decided last week. 


Both groups had been located in the 


offices in the shopping center but decided 
to separate earlier this year. 


Adult services moved into the farm- 


house at 700 Biesterfield Rci., while the 
youth division will relocate in a trailer 
offered for their use by the fire depart- 
ment, according to Irwin Helford, youth 
services committee chairman. 


The trailer was used as a temporary 


firehouse on Biesterfield Road until the 
new fire house was built at Wellington 
and Biesterfield. 


The youth services committee met last 


Thursday and decided to accept the offer 
of the trailer, Helford said. The com- 


mittee had asked earlier this month to 
relocate in the Elk Grove Park District 
Teen Center, but their request was de- 
nied by the park board of commission- 
ers. 


"THE TRAILER is extremely large, 


carpeted and paneled with a complete 
kitchen and a large room ideal for group 
meetings and private rooms that will 
serve as offices," Helford said. 


A location for the trailer has not been 


decided as yet, he said. 


The trailer will be used as an office for 


Thomas Woodard, the full-time youth 
worker, and also for the hotline, and 
group meetings with youth, now con- 
ducted in the shopping center offices. 


A n o t h e r full-time youth worker, 


recently approved by the Elk Grove 
Township officials, will also be located in 


the trailer when he is selected, Helford 
said. Although he will work in coopera- 
tion with the village youth worker his re- 
sponsibility will be the entire township, 
Helford said. 


The adult services division will move 


from the Park 'n Shop about the same 
time as the youth division moves, Hel- 
ford said. The farmhouse, adjacent to St. 
Alexius Hospital and owned by the Alex- 
ian Brothers, was offered as an office 
for adult services earlier and recently 
agreed upon, he said. 


The farmhouse was used several years 


ago as tbe Community Services offices, 
but the agency had to relocate when the 
hospital needed the house for brothers 
working at the hospital.

Skolnick: 
'We Blast 
Both Sides'

"There are so many corrupt judges, 


we'll never go out of business," said 
Sherman Skolnick, chairman of the Citi- 
zens' Committee to Clean Up the Courts. 


Skolnick spoke Friday to about 2,500 


students at Prospect High School in 
Mount Prospect. Law Day, observed Sat- 
urday, is held nationally each year to 
honor law and order and those who make 
and enforce the law. 


"I look upon Law Day with mixed feel- 


ings," Skolnick said. "On one hand, I re- 
spect the law. On the other hand, I think 
there has to be confidence in the instru- 
ments of justice. But those who make it 
should deserve our confidence." 


Skolnick, 41, told his audience about 


his committee, a not-for-profit group de- 
voted to research into court malprac- 
tices, court corruption and collusion in 
court. Skolnick heads a team of 200 vol- 
unteer researchers. 


"WE'RE NON-PARTISAN — we blast 


both sides," the speaker explained. "Our 
bag is judges. The women volunteers 
find it more interesting than the PTA." 


Skolnick said the group, which at- 


tempts to dislodge corrupt judges by 
bringing court cases against them, pick- 
ed the committee's name because it was 
simple. He said: "Over the past 10 years 
we have found out we have some illiter- 
ate judges. We wanted to give them a 
name they could spell." 


The crusader, who describes himself 


"as not a lawyer and I have no desire to 
be a lawyer," told students about his 
committee. The work of the committee 
includes court watching, studying public 
records for conflict of interest, study of 
judicial perjury and bribery and falsifi- 
cation of court records. 


"FIRST YOU SIGN a petition which 


can be filed by any citizen as a friend of 
the court," Skolnick said. "That's what I 
do — although not many people in the 
court would call me their friend. 


"But I don't point my finger in front of 


a judge's face until we have what we call 
'over-kill,' 20 times the amount of evi- 
dence necessary to ruin him," he said. 


"You may wonder why I joke so 


much," 
Skolnick 
told students who 


laughed and applauded throughout the 
45-minute speech. "Some of the things 
our committee is involved in are so dead- 
ly serions we have to joke to keep from 
getting uptight." 


After a short introduction, students had 


the chance to ask Skolnick questions. 
One male student wanted to know how 
students can help get corrupt politicians 
out of office. 


"I URGE STUDENTS, especially those 


in sociology and political science, to de- 
mand their teachers tell them more of 
what goes in the world," answered the 
speaker. "And they should turn some of 
the school buildings over to the poor 
people and hold classes in the park." 


Another student wanted to know what 


he could do "if one of us got busted and 
the charges were not true." 


Skolnick told him he could write to the 


committee: "We get a lot of mail from 
people like that — jail mail. It takes me 
about a week to get up enough courage 
to read it because a lot of it is so sad." 


One student wanted to know if Skolnick 


assumed that all judges and their deci- 
sions were corrupt. 


"How would you like to spend 10 years 


in prison because of a frame-up and then 
find out the judge who affirmed the deci-

sion was proven to be corrupt?." Skol- 
nick answered. 


Skolnick told students of his fight with 


judge* on the Illinois Supreme Court in 
the summer of 1969. He and chief re- 
searcher for the committee, Harriet 
Sherman, accused four judges of corrup- 
tion in office Chief Justice Roy Solfis- 
burg. Jr and Associate Justice Ray 
Klingbiel resigned several weeks after 
Skolnick made his case in court. Skolnick 
was charged with contempt during the 
scandal, but the prison sentence was lat- 
er nullified. 


Skolnick was a part-time instructor at 


Chicago's Columbia College and teach- 
er's civic research. 


A Wheeling man has been indicted, 


along with three others, on charges of 
embezzling nearly $7 million from the 
Cosmopolitan National Bank in Chicago. 


Donald Santowski, 42, of 153 Wilshire 


Dr., Wheeling, was charged by a federal 
grand jury with participating in the em- 
bezzlement while working as a vice pres- 
ident and bookkeeper of the near north 
side bank. 


Santowski was fired earlier this year 


after an investigation was launched by 
federal authorities. 


Also Indicted were three persons con- 


nected with the Steinberg-Baum discount 
store chain: Louis Steinberg, 48, former 
vice president of the chain; 
Frank 


Baum, 49, president; and Leonard Freed- 
man, 52, the firm's general manager. 


The indictment charges that $6,799,450 


was embezzled in a scheme that involved 
checks for as much as $900,000 written on 
the Steinberg-Baum account when the 
company did not have enough funds to 
cover the checks. 


THE INDICTMENT charges that Stein- 


berg-Baum officials wrote checks on 
their Cosmopolitan account payable to 
other firms which the company con- 
trolled. These firms, in turn, deposited 
the checks at other banks and soon after- 
ward withdrew the money, according to 
the indictment. 
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Santowski is charged with using his po- 


sition at Cosmopolitan to conceal the 
shortages in the Steinberg-Baum ac- 
count. 


The embezzlements began in 1967 and 


ended last Feb. 10, according to Robert 
Brakstone, chief of the tax division of 
the U.S. attorney's office in Chicago. 
Santowski was fired Feb. 25, Breakstone 
said. 


Santowski, the father of five, has lived 


in a modest one-story brick home in 
Wheeling for about five years. 


Neighbors said they were shocked by 


the charges. They said the Santowskis 
lived quietly and had about the same 
standard of living as other families in 
the neighborhood which contains homes 
valued at $30,000 to $35,000. 


THE INDICTMENT was returned be- 


fore U.S. District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, Friday. He set bond for each of 
the four men at $4,000 and said they 
would be released on their own recogniz- 
ance. 


Breakstone said that he expected San- 


towski to surrender to federal authorities 
in Chicago today. 


Last Wednesday, 12 subsidiary Stein- 


berg-Baum companies filed for bank- 
ruptcies. In its own earlier bankruptcy 
petition, Steinberg-Baum listed $5 million 
in assets and $6 million in liabilities. 


The bank also has said that because it 


has become the "involuntary creditors" 
of the firm, it had assumed control of 
Steinberg-Baum. 


May's Chills 
Melt Mayfest 


Only about 50 young people braved the

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Wheeling Man 
Indicted For 
Embezzlement 


A Wheeling man has been indicted, 


along with three others, on charges of 
embezzling nearly $7 million from the 
Cosmopolitan National Bank in Chicago. 


Donald Snntowski. 42, of 153 Wilshire 


Dr.. Wheeling, was charged by a federal 
grand jury with participating in the em- 
brwlement while working as a vice pres- 
ident and bookkeeper of the near north 
side bank. 


Sanlowski was fired earlier this year 


after an investigation was launched by 
federal authorities. 


Also indicted were three persons con- 


nected with the Steinberg-Baum discount 
store chnm I,ouis Steinberg. 48, former 
vice president of the chain: Frank 
Baum. 49, president; and Leonard Freed- 
man. 52. the firm's general manager. 


The indictment charges that $6.799,450 


was embezzled in a scheme that involved 
checks for as much as $900.000 written on 
the Steinberg-Baum account when the 
company did not have enough funds to 
cover the checks. 


THE INDICTMENT charges that Stein- 


bt-rg-Baum officials 
wrote checks on 


their Cosmopolitan account payable to 
other firms which the company con- 
trolled These firms, in turn, deposited 
the checks at other banks and soon after- 
ward withdrew the money, according to 
the indictment. 


Santowski is charged with using his po- 


sition at Cosmopolitan to conceal the 
shortages in the Steinberg-Baum 
ac- 


count. 


The embezzlements began in 1967 and 


ended last Feb. 10. according to Robert 
Brakstone. chief of the tax division of 
the U.S. attorney's office in Chicago. 
Santowski was fired Feb. 23, Breakstone 
said. 


Santowski, the father of five, has lived 


in a modest one-story brick home in 
Wheeling for about five years. 


Neighbors said they were shocked by 


the charges. They said the Santowskis 
lived quietly and had about the same 
standard of living as other families in 
the neighborhood which contains homes 
valued at $30,000 to $35,000. 


THE INDICTMENT was returned be- 


fore U.S. District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, Friday. He set bond for each of 
the four men at $4,000 and said they 
would be released on their own recogniz- 
ance. 


Breakstone said that he expected San- 


towski to surrender to federal authorities 
in Chicago today. 


Last Wednesday, 12 subsidiary Stein- 


berg-Baum companies filed for bank- 
ruptcies. In its own earlier bankruptcy 
petition, Steinberg-Baum listed $5 million 
in assets and $6 million in liabilities. 


The bank also has said that because it 


has become the "involuntary creditors" 
of the firm, it had assumed control of 
Steinberg-Baum.

Bill Would Give Power 
To School Districts 


A bill giving villages and school districts 
increased power over land developers 
has been introduced in the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly. 


The hill would make legal what the vil- 


lages of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove and 
School Dist. 21 nave been practicing for 
some time — requiring a sulxiivider to 
donate land for school purposes or to 
make cash contributions to the school 
district, instead of a land dedication, as 
a requirement before the land could be 
subdivided 


The proposed law. Senate Bill 658, 


would give the villages, and Dist. 21 ac- 
tual legal power to fall back on in nego- 
tiating with developers. The bill is cur- 
rently in the senate committee on educa- 
tion 


I'nder existing practices the villages 


usually send a developer to see Dist. 21 
superintendent Kenneth Gill sometime 
before a rezoning or a subdivision plat is 
approved. 


THE VILLAGES give the impression 


an agreement with the school district is 
necessary for development approval. 


But if the villages had to enforce such 


a requirement for subdivision of devel- 
opment zoning in court it would have 
little legal footing. 


Gill told the Herald Friday that the bill 


would be "very helpful" to Dist. 21 if it 
is passed. 


He said he had not seen a copy of the 


bill however, so he could not comment on 
the specifics of the legislation. 


"It would get rid of the idea that devel- 


opers can't be forced to donate to the 
school district." he said. 


One legal club the school district does 


have relates to public land use designa- 
tions placed on the villages' official map 
by the village boards. 


If property with such a site designation 


is subdivided, the school district would 
have a year to either purchase or con- 
demn the land for a school site. 


The proposed bill, however, would give 


the district considerably stronger powers 
because it talks in terms of donations of 
land (or cash reimbursement) instead of 
condemnations or purchase.

At 17, Michael Blanchfield left Wheel- 


ing High School to enlist in the Army. He 
had dreamed of being a paratrooper. 


A year and a half later, Michael left 


Vietnam telling his family he planned 
to "win a lot of medals." 


Ten days ago, President Nixon handed 


M i c h a e l ' s mother, Mrs. Jeannette 
Blanchfield, the Medal of Honor, the na- 
tion's highest military decoration. The 
award came nearly two years alter Mi- 
chael's death at the age of 19. 


On July 3, 1969, while on patrol in Binh 


Dinh province, Michael threw himself on 
an enemy grenade. He was killed. His 
action saved the lives of four other sol- 
diers and several Vietnamese civilians. 


ALTHOUGH THE AWARD has brought 


back painful memories of her son's 
death, Mrs. Blanchfield talked about her 
son in an interview in her home in 
Wheeling. 


She remembers Mike as a friendly, 


outgoing boy who "didn't have an enemy 
in the world." 


"He'd walk up to an old lady and com- 


pliment her on her hat, say how good she 
looked. He was that kind of boy." 


Mrs. Blanchfield said her son had "a 


high IQ but you couldn't tell when he was 
in high school. It only showed up when 
he went into the army." 


Mike loved being a paratrooper. He 


felt great pride in his outfit and when he 
left home for the last time, his mother 
remembers him talking about winning 
medals, even the Medal of Honor. 


"I told him to win just one medal — 


the 
good conduct medal," Mrs. 


Blanchfield recalls. 


She also remembers the night Ms plane 


was to leave for Vietnam and the two 
long distance phone calls from him that 
night. "He was scared then," Mrs. 
Blanchfield said. 


"He had to run to catch his plane." 


THINGS WENT BADLY for Mike from 


the beginning of his duty in Vietnam. He 
caught malaria; then he was bitten by a 
poisonous snake. In between, he saw 
enough combat to win the Bronze Star. 


In his letters, Mike did not talk about 


the morality or wisdom of the war. But 
his mother said, "He believed in our 
being in Vietnam and he really liked the 
people in Vietnam." 


His brother, Jim, also corresponded 


with Mike. "He wasn't what you would 
call patriotic but he had a lot of pride in

his unit," Jim said. "He felt like he be- 
longed to it. He felt good because he 
thought he was part of something good." 


"Most of the time," Mrs. Blanchfield 


said, "he talked about his buddies get- 
ting killed and about digging in and go- 
ing on patrol. But he felt confident about 
himself." 


IT WAS WHILE ON patrol, just a few 


weeks after he was released from a hos- 
pital, that Mike earned his Medal of Hon- 
or. 


While searching a village for Vietcong 


suspects, he saw a man run from a hut. 
Mike shouted at the man to stop, and 
when he didn't, the young soldier opened 
fire. The man threw a grenade. The ex- 
plosion wounded Mike. 


Then a second. grenade was thrown, 


and according to the Medal of Honor ci- 
tation, Mike "threw himself on the gre- 
nade, absorbing the full and fatal impact 
of the explosion "and saving the lives of 
soldiers and civilians standing nearby. 


Until Mrs. Blanchfield went to Wash- 


ington to receive the award she had 
known only that Mike was killed by a 
grenade. Then she heard President Nixon 
praise her son for "extraordinary cour- 
age and gallantry" and heard, for the 
first time, the story of her son's death. 


WHEN SHE MET THE President, 


Mrs. Blanchfield was amazed that "once 
he spoke to you, you felt right at ease, 
you lost your nervousness." 


Mrs. Blanchfield talks at length about 


the kindness that was shown her and her 
four surviving children during their visit 
to Washington — kindness shown by the 
President, Congressmen, and the mili- 
tary escorts who took the family on tours 
of the city and the White House. 


Still, the experience was "both good 


and bad," she said. "I think they kept 
you so busy doing things so that you 
wouldn't really have time to think about 
it." 


"I was proud to receive the Medal of 


Honor for Mike." she said, "but I felt a 
little guilty because I am sure there are 
so many others who deserve the award, 
too, but who will never get it." 


"I was proud about the way he won it 


— by saving lives, not by taking lives."

Illinois Bureau of Investigation agents, 
who are still working in conjunction with 
Palatine police on the Jayne murder, 
made the arrest. LaPlaca was charged 
with illegal posession of firearms. 


After several appearances in Cook 


County Circuit 
Court, LaPlaca 
was 


granted a change of venue last month 
since the arrest was made in Kane coun- 
ty. Tuesday was his first appearance in 
Elgin court. He is scheduled to be back 
in court on May 18. 


A convicted felon, LaPlaca is also fac- 


ing a federal grand jury investigation of 
another weapons charge which federal 
agents brought against him in January. 
That charge was bas.ed on the same 


weapons, IBI agents uncovered, since it 
is illegal for a felon to possess firearms. 


Federal agents arrested LaPlaca at 


the rural Elgin horse farm of Silas 
Jayne, George's 63 year old brother, 
whose feud with George made headlines 
for a decade. 


Agents also arrested Silas, a convicted 


felon, for possessing a total of 18 guns 
they found on his farm. Police said th» 
federal raid resulted from the George 
Jayne murder investigation.

and density requirements pertaining to 
incorporation. "We can change this situ- 
ation later." 


Possible formation of a municipal fire 


department was discussed with a repre- 
sentative of the Prospect Heights Fire 
Department, said Fedyski.

Bond Referendum

decided to hold a referendum May 22 to 
ask voters to approve a bond issue for 
$1 230.000 for the development of parks in

The commissioners met last Thursday 


with the plnnmng consultant, the park 
dull-let attorney, and the financial advi- 
sor and agreed on the date 


A final vote establishing the date was 


not taken however, because the neces- 
snry legal work is not complete and the 
details of what the money will be spent 
for are not final 


\ SPFO \l. meeting of the park board 


hns been called for Thursday At that 
lime John Sullivan, park attorney, is ex- 
pected to have prepared the legal resolu- 
tion calling for the referendum. Also on 
Thursday. Allan Caskey. the planning 
consultant, will present the final plans 
for the development of existing parks 
and for the acquisition of new park land. 


Thp district originally had planned 


on delaying the referendum until the IU70 
asspssf-d evaluation for Cook County land 
in (he district was released. 


The district had decided to delay the 


rpfprenrium because it would be easier to 
sell the bonds Chapman and Culler, Inc. 
a firm which reviews bond issues and 


reports to investors on the marektability 
of bonds, said that without the exact as- 
sessed evaluation it would be difficult to 
sell the bonds. 


HOWEVER. THE FIRM feels now that 


the interest rates will increase sharply in 
the near future, making the sale of the 
bonds nearly impossible, according to 
Caskey. 


"We have been advised by Chapman 


and Culter to proceed and that the final 
assessed evaluation will be known before 
the bonds are actually marketed," Cas- 
key explained. 


"It is the best advantage for the dis- 


trict to go now," he added. 


The park district will have to use the 


1969 assessed evaluation for the bond is- 
sue. The assessed evaluation for the land 
in Cook County in the park district in 
1969 was about $25 million. The 1970 as- 
sessed evaluation for Lake County al- 
ready has been released. That figure is 
$14,087,220. 


The assessed evaluation is also impor- 


tant because it determines that max- 
imum amount of money the district can 
ask for. According to law, the bonding 
power of the district is limited to one and 
one-half per cent of the total assessed 
evaluation. 


Indict Wheeling Man 
In Major Embezzlement 


A Wheeling man has been indicted, 


along with three others, on charges of 
embeyzling nearly $7 million from the 
Cosmopolitan National Bank in Chicago. 


Donald Santowski, 42, of 153 Wilshire 


Dr . Wheeling, was charged by a federal 
gr.md jury with participating in the em- 
bezzlement while working as a vice pres- 
ident and bookkeeper of the near north 
side bank 


Santowski was fired earlier this year 


after an investigation was launched by 
federal authorities. 


Also indicted were three persons con- 


nected with the Steinberg-Baum discount 
store chain Louis Steinberg. 48. former 
vice president of the chain; Frank 
Baum. 49. president, and Leonard Freed- 
man. 32, the firm's general manager. 


The indictment charges that $6.799,150 


wits embezzled in a scheme that involved 
checks for as much as $900.000 written on 
the Stcmtwrij-Baum account when the 
company did not have enough funds to 
cover the check.s 


THK INDICTMENT charges that Stein- 


berg Baum officials 
wrote checks on 


their Cosmopolitan account payable to 
other firms which the company con- 
trolled These firms, in turn, deposited 
the checks at other banks and soon after- 
ward withdrew the money, according to 
the indictment. 


Santowski is charged with using his po- 


sition at Cosmopolitan to conceal the 


shortages in the Steinberg-Baum 
ac- 


count. 


The embezzlements began in 1967 and 


ended last Feb. 10, according to Robert 
Brakstone, chief of the tax division of 
the U.S. attorney's office in Chicago. 
Santowski was fired Feb. 25, Breakstone 
said. 


Santowski, the father of five, has lived 


in a modest one-story brick home in 
Wheeling for about five years. 


Neighbors said they were shocked by 


the charges. They said the Santowskis 
lived quietly and had about the same 
standard of living as other families in 
the neighborhood which contains homes 
valued at $30,000 to $35,000. 


THE INDICTMENT was returned be- 


fore U.S. District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, Friday. He set bond for each of 
the four men at $4,000 and said they 
would be released on their own recogniz- 
ance. 


Breakstone said that he expected San- 


towski to surrender to federal authorities 
in Chicago today. 


Last Wednesday, 12 subsidiary Stein- 


berg-Baum companies filed for bank- 
ruptcies. In its own earlier bankruptcy 
petition, Steinberg-Baum listed $5 million 
in assets and $6 million in liabilities. 


The bank also has said that because it 


has become the "involuntary creditors" 
of the firm, it had assumed control of 
Steinberg-Baum. 


Medal Of Honor Winner 
'He Saved Lives, 
Didn 9t Take Them' 


THE MEDAL OF HONOR awarded to 
Michael Blanch-field hangs in his fam- 
ily's home in Wheeling. His mother, 
Jeannette, received the medal from 
President Nixon in a White House 


ceremony. Her son was killed in 1969 
when he threw himself on a grenade 
and saved'the lives of several soldiers 
and civilians.

At 17, Michael Blanchfield left Wheel- 


ing High School to enlist in the Army. He 
had dreamed of being a paratrooper. 


A year and a half later, Michael left 


Vietnam telling his family he planned 
to "win a kt of medals." 


Ten days ago, President Nixon handed 


M i c h a e l ' s mother, Mrs. Jeannette 
Blanchfield, the Medal of Honor, the na- 
tion's highest military decoration. The 
award came nearly two years after Mi- 
chael's death at the age of 19 


On July 3, 1969, while on patrol in Binh 


Dinh province, Michael threw himself on 
an enemy grenade. He was killed. His 
action saved the lives of four other sol- 
diers and several Vietnamese civilians. 


ALTHOUGH THE AWARD has brought 


back painful memories of her son's 
death, Mrs. Blanchfield talked about her 
son in an interview in her home in 
Wheeling. 


She remembers Mike as a friendly, 


outgoing boy who "didn't have an enemy 
in the world." 


"He'd walk up to an old lady and com- 


pliment her on her hat, say how good she 
looked He was that kind of boy." 


Mrs. Blanchfield said her son had "a 


high IQ but you couldn't tell when he was 
in high school. It only showed up when 
he went into the army." 


Mike loved being a paratrooper. He 


felt great pride in his outfit and when he 
left home for the last time, his mother 
remembers him talking about winning 
medals, even the Medal of Honor. 


"I told him to win just one medal — 


t h e g o o d conduct medal," Mrs. 
Blanchfield recalls. 


She also remembers the night his plane 


was to leave for Vietnam and the two 
long distance phone calls from him that 
night. "He was scared then," Mrs. 
Blanchfield said. 


"He had to run to catch his plane." 


THINGS WENT BADLY for Mike from 


the beginning of his duty in Vietnam. He 
caught malaria; then he was bitten by a 
poisonous snake. In between, he saw 
enough combat to win the Bronze Star. 


In his letters, Mike did not talk about 


the morality or wisdom of the war. But 
his mother said, "He believed in our 
being in Vietnam and he really liked the 
people in Vietnam." 


His brother, Jim, also corresponded 


with Mike. "He wasn't what you would 
call patriotic but he had a lot of pride in 
his unit," Jim said. "He felt like he be- 
longed to it. He felt good because he 
thought he was part of something good." 


"Most of the time," Mrs. Blanchfield 


said, "he talked about his buddies get- 
ting killed and about digging in and go- 
ing on patrol. But he felt confident about 
himself." 


IT WAS WHILE ON patrol, just a few 


weeks after he was released from a hos- 
pital, that Mike earned his Medal of Hon- 
or. 


While searching a village for Vietcong 


suspects, he saw a man run from a hut. 
Mike shouted at the man to stop, and 
when he didn't, the young soldier opened 
fire. The man threw a grenade. The ex- 
plosion wounded Mike. 


Then a second grenade was thrown, 


and .according to the Medal of Honor ci- 
tation., Mike "threw himself on the gre- 
nade, absorbing the full and fatal impact 
of the explosion "and saving the lives of 
soldiers and civilians standing nearby. 


Until Mrs. Blanchfield went to Wash- 


ington to receive the award she had 
known only that Mike was killed by a 
grenade. Then she heard President Nixon 
praise her son for "extraordinary cour- 
age and gallantry" and heard, for the 
first time, the story of her son's death. 


WHEN SHE MET THE President. 


Mrs. Blanchfield was amazed that ''once 
he spoke to you, you felt right at ease, 
you lost your nervousness." 


Mrs. Blanchfield talks at length about 


the kindness that was shown her and her 
four surviving children during their visit 
to Washington — kindness shown by the 
President, Congressmen, and the mili- 
tary escorts who took the family on tours 
of the city and the White House. 


Still, the experience was "both good 


and bad." she said. "I think they kept 
you so busy doing things so that you 
wouldn't really have time to think about 
it." 


"I was proud to receive the Medal of 


Honor for Mike," she said, "but I felt a 
little guilty because I am sure there are 
so many others who deserve the award, 
too, but who will never get it." 


"I was proud about the way he won it 


— by saving lives, not by taking lives." 


Bill Would Give Power To School Districts 


A bill giving villages and school districts 
increased power over land developers 
has been introduced in the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly. 


The bill would make legal what the vil- 


lages of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove and 
School Dist. 21 have been practicing for 
some time — requiring a subdivider to 
donate land for school purposes or to 
make cash contributions to the school 
district, instead of a land dedication, as 
a requirement before the land could be 
subdivided. 


The proposed law, Senate Bill 658, 


would give the villages, and Dist. 21 ac- 
tual legal power to fall back on in nego- 
tiating with developers. The bill is cur- 
rently in the senate committee on educa- 
tion. 


Under existing practices the villages 


usually send a developer to see Dist. 21 
superintendent Kenneth Gill sometime 
before a rezoning or a subdivision plat is 
approved. 


THE VILLAGES give the impression 


an agreement with the school district is 


necessary for development approval. 


But if the villages had to enforce such 


a requirement for subdivision of devel- 
opment zoning in court it would have 
little legal footing. 


Gill told the Herald Friday that the bill 


would be "very helpful" to Dist. 21 if it 
is passed. 


He said he had not seen a copy of the 


bill however, so he could not comment on 
the specifics of the legislation. 


"it would get rid of the idea that devel- 


opers can't be forced to donate to the 


school district." he said. 


One legal club the school district does 


have relates to public land use designa- 
tions placed on the villages' official map 
by the village boards. 


If property with such a site designation 


is subdivided, the school district would 
have a year to either purchase or con- 
demn the land for a school site. 


The proposed bill, however, would give 


the district considerably stronger powers 
because, it talks in terms of donations of 
land (or cash reimbursement) instead of 
condemnations or purchase.

Federal agents arrested LaPlaca at

Agents also arrested Silas, a convicted 


felon, for possessing a total of 18 guns 
they found on his farm. Police said th« 
federal raid resulted from the George 
Jayne murder investigation.

Transferring a student from one school 


to another several years in a row is un-

Transportation

have to be made by parents when their 
child is transferred to another school. 
Wherp a third grader might be living 
within safe walking distance of one 
school one year, he might need to be 
driven or walked to school by his mother 
the following year at a different school. 


Overcrowded classrooms and the ne- 


cessity lo rent class space in parochial 
schools to accommodate all Dist 15 stu- 
dents are situations that, on the other 
hand, are extremely frustrating to teach- 
ers and district administrators. Changing 
school boundaries and transferring stu- 
dents around often occurs as a means of 
easing some of the overcrowded condi-

'Terrace' Suit Dismissed 


A U. S. Federal District Court Judge 


last week dismissed a suit alleging dis- 
crimination when the operators of an Elk 
Grove Village apartment 
complex re- 


fused to rent an apartment to a Mexican- 
American woman in Febrary, 1970. 


Judge Alexander Napoli ruled Wednes- 


day that there was no discrimination 
shown to Mrs. Marie Rodriguez, 27, who 
had sought to rent an apartment at The 
Terrace, located at Elk Grove and John 
F. Kennedy boulevards in the suburb. 


The suit, filed last July by the Cook 


County Legal Assistance Foundation's 
Evanston office, named as defendants 
Baird Warner Inc., a leasing and man- 
agement firm, and Frank P. Barber, 
resident manager. 


In the suit, the foundation, a private 


agency funded through the U. S. Office 
of Economic Opportunity, asked $10,000 


in damages. 


The suit was filed after Barber re- 


jected the lease application in writing af- 
ter an evaluation. 


Paul Brayman, an attorney represent- 


ing the complainant, said Friday he may 
appeal the decision. 


JOHN SHEEHAN of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, said he testified that Mrs. Rodri- 
guez and her two children would have 
the help of Neighbors at Work (NAW) 
Inc. in making the rent money "avail- 
able" in order to pre-pay the full term of 
a lease. 


Sheehan, president of NAW, said the 


rent of a one-bedroom and two-bedroom 
apartment was from $160 to $190 a 
month. 


An attorney for the defendants and 


Barber both said they preferred not to 
comment on the case. 


Mrs. Rodriguez was last known to be 


living in Wheeling. In 1969, however, she 
lived in a shack on a farm on Landmeier 
Road in Elk Grove Village. 


The shack was destroyed by the local 


fire department after it was found to be 
in a substandard condition by Elk Grove 
Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett. 


THE CHIEF subsequently had the 


woman placed in a motel. Neighbors at 
Work followed by helping her find other 
housing, that eventually resulted in a 
place for her to live in Wheeling where 
she was joined by her mother and two 
children. They arrived from Texas last 
summer. 


Mrs. Rodriguez' residence in Wheeling 


was refurbished by a group of high 
school youths with the help of the former 
pastor of the Community Presbyterian 
Church in Mount Prospect, the Rev. Tom 
Howels. 


Milk Price To Rise Again? 
Park Preschool 


Milk prices may edge upward in the 


wake of the approval of a three-year con- 
tract Sunday morning for some 1,580 
dairy workers in the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area. 


The new contract was approved by 


some 750-members of the Teamsters Lo- 
cal 754, Dairy Employes Union, accord- 
ing to Edward T. Paulson of Palatine, 
president of the union. "It is to the credit 
of the industry and the union to have set- 
tled this without strikes or other prob- 
lems," he said. 


The settlement calls for an additional 


$29 a week in wages and $15 a week in 
health and welfare benefits over the next 
three years for the fluid milk workers. 
This represents approximately a $1.12 an 
hour increase remuneration for the work- 
ers. 


The Associated Milk Dealers, Inc., rep- 


resenting several major dairies in the 
Chicago metropolitan area, said the 
dairies would have to decide individually 
now on any changes in milk prices. A 
spokesman for Dean Foods, which was a 
principal in the negotiations with the 
dairy workers union, said no comment is 
available on milk price changes. 


Smaller dairies will follow the lead of 


the large processors in price changes, 
according to a spokesman for Modern 
Dairy Co. in Arlington Heights.

Over $65,000 in gross receipts has been 


taken in by the Rolling Meadows Sports 
Complex from skating fees since the ice 
arena's opening last December. 


This figure, however, does not repre- 


sent actual profit made because salaries 
and construction costs must be sub- 
tracted from the amount. 


Most money was made from ice rental 


by non-resident individuals and groups, 
totaling $14,687. Other high income fig- 
ures come from non-residents daily ad- 
missions, primarily from students, total- 
ing $12,675, and from program fees, such 
as learn to skate, hockey and private les- 
sons, totaling $11,162. 


Other heavy receipts were made from 


season passes sold to residents, totaling 
$7,265, and from concession sales, total- 
ing $7,863. 


Brothers Dairy in Arlington Heights, 
said, "I don't know how much the price 
of milk will go up. We can't absorb the 
increased cost of the new contract, how- 
ever. We will follow the trend, which will 
probably mean a difference of ¥4 or one 
cent per quart in price." 


Borden, Inc , reported that as of Tues- 


day, no milk price changes were in effect 
for either home delivery or sale in gro- 
cery stores. 


May 2 is the first date set for wage 


increases for the dairy workers, set at 20 
cents an hour. Four later wage hikes will 
start Oct. 30, at 10 cents; 15 cents March 
1973 and 15 cents Oct. 1973.

Transferring a .student from one school 


to another several years in a row is un- 
derstandably quite frustrating for the 
student and his parents Friendships and 
loyalty tips to schools naturally develop 
after a child spends a single year at a 
particular school. 


Transportation 
arrangements 
often 


have to be made by parents when their 
child is transferred to another school. 
Where a third grader might be living 
within safe walking distance of one 
school one year, he might need to be 
driven or walked to school by his mother 
the following year at a different school. 


Overcrowded classrooms and the ne- 


cessity to rent class space in parochial 
schools to accommodate all Dist if stu- 
dents are situations that, on the other 
'••tnd. arr extremely frustrating to teach- 
ers and district administrators Changing 
school boundaries and transferring stu- 
dents around often occurs as a means of 
easing some of the overcrowded condi- 
tions at a particular school. 


For the coming school year, all stu- 


dents living in Winston Park Unit VI in 
Palatine will be transferred from Vir- 
ginia Lake to Lake Louise School to alle- 
viate some of the overcrowding that de- 
veloped at Virginia Lake over the past 
year 


THIS SWITCH REPRESENTED the 


fourth transfer for Unit VI students in 
five years, and a group of parents in the 
area were understandably upset District 
officials mpt with them to explain ex- 
actly why the switch was made, pointing 
out thp overcrowded problems they were 
fared with and how the transferring was 
thp most logical solution 


It's logical when the problem is written 


down in black and white, figured out 
with • pen and paper, but the logic isn't 
quite as strong when you look at the indi-

A plan for using motor fuel tax funds 


to finance a traffic signal installation at 
Hicks and Baldwin Roads will be re- 
viewed by the Palatine Village Board 
when it meets at 8 p.m. today in the Vil- 
lage Hall, 54 S. Brockway St. 


No previous attempts have been made 


to seek state authorization of MFT funds 
because the Illinois Division of Highways 
had not completed plan specifications for 
the temporary installation. 


Recently, Village Mgr. Berton G. 


Braun received those plans and it is esti- 
mated that the signal will cost $17,500. 
The village will seek MFT funds for this 
complete amount. 


The signal will be installed within the 


next two months on a temporary basis, 
pending the reconstruction of the inter- 
section in conjunction with a major re- 
construction of Hicks Road from Eucb'd 
Avenue to Rand Road. 


THE BOARD WILL also be asked to 


approve the engineering plans for Bay- 
brook Apartments, a $15 million, 534 unit 
apartment complex planned for Palatine 
Road east of Rohlwing Road and west of 
Salt Creek. 


The plans are for public improvements 


for the 35-acre site, which is being devel- 
oped by Baybrook Acres, Inc. 


In November, the board approved the

Books, posters, games, and paints were 
available for the children's use. We wit- 
nessed a show-and-tell session, where the 
children brought items from home to dis- 
cuss. 


The children told us how they brush 


their teeth every morning, at the center 
and showed us where they eat lunch. 
Some of the little ones just clung to their 
teacher 


After we left the center, Theodore told 


me many of these children are from very 
large families and in many cases don't 
receive the experiences necessary to 
help them adjust socially, educationally 
and personally Through the Headstart 
program the children leam to relate to 
others, how to share, how to listen, and 
gain many learning experiences they 
would not receive if there were no head- 
start centers 


I asked Theodore how any interested 


citizens could help these children. He 
said we may join Norwesco, a non-profit 
organization, PAC (Parent Action Com- 
mittee i, or call the volunteer coordinator 
for Headstart. Mimi Harsch at 253-2171.

'Terrace' Suit Dismissed 


A U. S. Federal District Court Judge 


last week dismissed a suit alleging dis- 
crimination when the operators of an Elk 
Grove Village apartment complex re- 
fused to rent an apartment to a Mexican- 
American woman in Febrary, 1970. 


Judge Alexander Napoli ruled Wednes- 


day that there was no discrimination 
shown to Mrs. Marie Rodriguez, 27, who 
had sought to rent an apartment at The 
Terrace, located at Elk Grove and John 
F. Kennedy boulevards in the suburb. 


The suit, filed last July by the Cook 


County Legal Assistance 
Foundation's 


Evanston office, named as defendants 
Baird Warner Inc., a leasing and man- 
agement firm, and Frank P. Barber, 
resident manager. 


In the suit, the foundation, a private 


agency funded through the U. S. Office 
of Economic Opportunity, asked $10,000 


in damages. 


The suit was filed after Barber re- 


jected the lease application in writing af- 
ter an evaluation. 


Paul Brayman, an attorney represent- 


ing the complainant, said Friday he may 
appeal the decision. 


JOHN SHEEHAN of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, said he testified that Mrs. Rodri- 
guez and her two children would have 
the help of Neighbors at Work (NAW) 
Inc. in making the rent money "avail- 
able" in order to pre-pay the full term of 
a lease. 


Sheehan, president of NAW, said the 


rent of a one-bedroom and two-bedroom 
apartment was from $160 to $190 a 
month. 


An attorney for the defendants and 


Barber both said they preferred not to 
comment on the case. 


Milk Price To Rise Again? 


Milk prices may edge upward in the 


wake of the approval of a three-year con- 
tract Sunday morning for some 1,580 
dairy workers in the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area. 


The new contract was approved by 


some 750-members of the Teamsters Lo- 
cal 754, Dairy Employes Union, accord- 
ing to Edward T. Paulson of Palatine, 
president of the union. "It is to the credit 
of the industry and the union to have set- 
tled this without strikes or other prob- 
lems," he said. 


The settlement calls for an additional 


$29 a week in wages and $15 a week in 
health and welfare benefits over the next 
three years for the fluid milk workers. 
This represents approximately a $112 an 
hour increase remuneration for the work- 
ers. 


The Associated Milk Dealers, Inc., rep- 


resenting several major dairies in the 
Chicago metropolitan 
area, said the 


dairies would have to decide individually 
now on any changes in milk prices. A 
spokesman for Dean Foods, which was a 
principal in the negotiations with the 
dairy workers union, said no comment is 
available on milk price changes. 


Smaller dairies will follow the lead of 


the large processors in price changes, 
according to a spokesman for Modern 
Dairy Co. in Arlington Heights.

Yields $65,000 


Over $65,000 in gross receipts has been 


taken in by the Rolling Meadows Sports 
Complex from skating fees since the ice 
arena's opening last December. 


This figure, however, does not repre- 


sent actual profit made because salaries 
and construction costs must be sub- 
tracted from the amount. 


Most money was made from ice rental 


by non-resident individuals and groups, 
totaling $14,687. Other high income fig- 
ures come from non-residents daily ad- 
missions, primarily from students, total- 
ing $12,675, and from program fees, such 
as learn to skate, hockey and private les- 
sons, totaling $11,162. 


Other heavy receipts were made from 


season passes .sold to residents, totaling 
$7,265, and from concession sales, total- 
ing $7,863. 


Brothers Dairy in Arlington Heights, 
said, "I don't know how much the price 
of milk will go up. We can't absorb the 
increased cost of the new contract, how- 
ever. We will follow the trend, which will 
probably mean a difference of V* or one 
cent per quart in price." 


Borden, Inc., reported that as of Tues- 


day, no milk price changes were in effect 
for either home delivery or sale in gro- 
cery stores. 


May 2 is the first date set for wage 


increases for the dairy workers, set at 20 
cents an hour. Four later wage hikes will 
start Oct. 30, at 10 cents; 15 cents March 
1973 and 15 cents Oct. 1973.

LaPlaca Firearms Case

Josehp LaPlaca, who was charged 


with a firearms violation after the mur- 
der of prominent horseman and In- 
verness resident George Jayne, had his 
case continued in Kane County Circuit 
Court last week. 


LaPlaca, 43. of 321 McClure in Elgin, 


was arrested at his home on Oct. 30 after 
Palatine police received an anonymous 
phone call which identified LaPlaca as 
the man who possessed the weapon used 


Gas Station Permit Asked 


A service station developer has applied 


for a special use permit with the Pala- 
tine Village Board to construct a service 
station on the southeast corner of Smith 
and Northwest Highway. 


Arthur Sheridan, developer, told the 


board he has built numerous stations and 
the heavy traffic flow along U.S. 14 
makes the Smith Street site an ideal lo- 
cation for another structure. 


The Palatine Plan Commission, how- 


ever, recommended a denial to Sheri- 
dan's request, saying a gas station would 
add to the traffic congestion at what is 
likely to become one of the village's bus- 


iest major intersections. 


But Mayor 'John Moodie and Trustee 


Clay Brown felt such a denial would not 
stand up in a court of law since North- 
west Highway is a U.S. highway. 


Monday night, the board recommended

is illegal for a felon to possess firearms. 


Federal agents arrested LaPlaca at 


the rural Elgin horse farm of Silas 
Jayne, George's 63 year old brother, 
whose feud with George made headlines 
for a decade. 


Agents also arrested Silas, a convicted 


felon, for possessing a total of 18 guns 
they found on his farm. Police said th« 
federal raid resulted from the George 
Jayne murder investigation. 


Mrs. Rodriguez was last known to be

Registration for the Palatine Park Dis- 


trict's fall preschool program will begin 
today. 


Five separate class times for either 


three or four year olds are being offered 
this year. The district's pre-school pro- 
gram is a state-licensed quality pro- 
gram. 


Three-year olds's classes will be held 


on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 9 to 11 
a m. in either the Maple Park Shelter of 
the Community Park Recreation Build- 
ing. To be eligible, a child must be 
three-years old by June 1.1971. 


Four-year old's classes will be held 


from 9 to 11 a m. and from 1 to 3 p.m. in 
the Maple Park Shelter on Mondays. 
Wednesdays and Fridays; and from 1 to 
3 p.m. in the Maple Park Shelter on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. To register, a 
child must by four-years old by Dec. 1. 
1971. 


A child must also be proved a resident

Tuition for classes held twice a week is

is required inadvance at the time of reg- 
istration.

Expansion of the Prospect Heights fire 


station 
was approved 
by an 
over- 


whelming margin in a referendum Satur- 
day. 


Of the approximately 850 voters cast- 


ing ballots. 83 per cent approved the 
$275,000 bond issue. Unofficial vote totals 
show 711 voted for the bond issue and 140 
voted against it. 


Funds from the sale of the bonds will 


be used for remodeling the present sta- 
tion, building an addition to it and buying 
land and equipment. 


Fire Chief Donald Gould said the fire- 


men were "surprised that the commu- 
nity's support was this big. We are over- 
joyed. The public saw our situation and 
came to our aid." 


Trustee Henry Vallely pointed out that 


"this will allow us to buy and pay for 
equipment that we couldn't have had oth- 
erwise. We have been in the red for the 
la.it three or four yean. And with a budg- 
et of only $25,000, we weren't in a good 
position to borrow.

Legal problems may arise in securing 


land adjacent to the station on the east. 
If the property owner and the district 
trustees cannot agree on a selling price, 
the district may have to take the case to 
court in a condemnation suit. In the 
court, either the judge or a jury would 
decide the selling price of the land. 


The trustees have slated $64.000 for 


purchase nf the land and equipment. The 
equipment includes furniture and sup- 
plies for the office and garage areas in- 
eliding an air compressor, a natural gas 
generator and radio room equipment. 


Remodeling the present station and 


construction of an addition will cost ap- 
proximately $140,000, according to archi- 
tect James Ray. Ray has designed plans 
for a one-story, three-door addition. The 
5,400-square-foot addition will house six 
vehicles with a six foot wide lane be- 
tween each of the two storage lanes. 


T H E P K E S E N T 2,175-square-foot 


building will be remodeled to include a 
fireman's association office, a lobby, a 
control room, a chief's office, and offi- 
cer's room, a kitchen and sleeping quar- 
ters. A maintenance room, storage room, 
hose drying tower and meeting room are 
also included in the remodeling plans. 


Another $71,000 of the bond sale will be 


used to purchase a new pumper truck, to 
replace one 21 years old and a new squad 
car, in addition to paying a $16,000 debt 
on a 1968 pumper truck. 


Gould said they do not expect to have 


the new pumper truck for at least a 
year. "Once we make the order, it will 
take about 11 months to get the fire truck 
built. By that time the new station should 
be ready."

Suggest Part-Time Force 
City May Need More Police 


The proposed City of Prospect Heights 


may have to establish a part-time police 
force to supplement the Cook 
County 


Sheriff's Police's protection according to 
John Fedyski, head of the plan com- 
mittee of the Prospect Heights Improve- 
ment Association (PHIA.) 


"The county police force, in itself, is 


not completely satisfactory," said Fed- 
yski following a meeting of the plan com- 
mittee with Errol Levy, of the county po- 
lice. 


The plan committee is meeting with 


representatives of local civic organiza- 
tions and taxing districts to assess the 
needs of the community in light of a pro- 


Gateway Workers Speak To HELP 


Two former drug users spoke about 


drugs and their own sense of loneliness 
to a meeting of HELP (Help Eliminate 
Local Problems) at 
Wheeling 
High 


School last week. 


The pair, Lewis Jones, 32, and Judy 


Mackie, 28. are currently members of 
the Gateway House Foundation program 
which operates houses for the rehabilita- 
tion of drug abusers. 


They are from the Gateway House in 


Lane Villa. The other two houses are in 
Chicago. 


"We're not here to talk about drugs." 


Jones told the audience of about 35 
people, mainly women. 


"DRUGS ARE ONLY symptoms of 


larger problems. We are lonely, emo- 
tionally immature and running away 
from our problems," Jones said in char- 
acterizing the drug abuser. 


Jones started taking drugs when he 


was 23 years old. "I never stole drugs or 
bought them illegally. I always got them 
with a prescription through a doctor," he 
said. 


Jones developed kidney stones and it 


took two years for the doctors to locate 
them and remove them. "During that 
time the doctors prescribed barbiturates 
and pain killers. They killed the pain, but 
I also discovered that they killed the 
emotional problems. 


"Even after the stones were removed I 


kept taking the drugs. I tried to get off 
them several tunes. I really needed help. 
This is the only thing that has worked for 
me. I've been in the program about a 
year now. 


"I LIKE GETTING high, but not the 


kind of lile that goes with it — not being 
able to relate to people, especially my 
wife, and being lonely." 


Mrs. Mackie's involvement with drugs 


was different "Acid (LSD) was my thing, 
not downers (Barbiturates)," she said. 


"I was a fun girl, but my general feel- 


ing of loneliness made me turn to 
drugs." 


She started taking drugs in 1966 with 


her husband after she graduated from 
college and was teaching. "I quit in 1969 
but my husband kept taking them. He 
joined Gateway and after awhile, when I 
realized that I couldn't relate to him or 
anyone else, I joined also," she said. 


The pair also described the Gateway 


program, emphasizing interaction among 
what they call "the family" at Gateway 
House. "Until we love ourselves, we 
can't learn to love others," Mrs. Mackie 
said. 


THE GATEWAY program is staffed 


and run by former drug abusers. Three 
out of five leave the program within 90 
days. Out of those who remain, 95 per 


cent are cured, according to the pair. 


They also offered advice to parents on 


how to dea! with children who take 
drugs, or might take drugs. "I don't be- 
lieve in a generation gap, only in a com- 
munication gap. You've got to keep it 
open, and emphasize honesty," Mrs. 
Mackie said. 


However, she added, "There is no real 


answer to prevent kids from taking 
drugs." 


The pair both agreed that "the best 


thing to do is throw the kid out," if a 
parent discovers that his child is taking 
drugs. "You are supporting his habit or 
he is stealing from you to support it him- 
self," Jones said. 


In explaining their reasoning, Jones 


said, "no one can be treated unless he 
wants to and has hit rock bottom, and for 
a teenager, getting kicked out of the 
house just might be rock-bottom for 
him." 


posal to incorporate the area. 


According to Fedyski, Levy was in- 


vited to the meeting to "provide a com- 
prehensive outline of the future role of 
the sheriff's department in unincorpo- 
rated areas and. the assistance the new 
city can expect from the department." 


FEDYSKI SAID they discussed the 


"efficiency and quality of the county po- 
lice department including such facts as 
how fast they answer a call, how many 
people are covering our area and how 
much equipment they have." 


Fedyski proposed that the city's part- 


time supplementary police force be 
trained at a school operated for the coun- 
ty police. "We might start out operating 
from the Prospect Heights fire station." 


Another way to increase current police 


protection, proposed by Levy, is contract 
policing. He told the committee munici- 
palities will be allowed contract with the 
county for additional police protection af- 
ter July 1, when the new state con- 
stitution will go into effect. 


The new constitution has a provision 


making it lawful for different agencies of 
the government to contract for services. 
A county police captain said the sheriff 
can now only make an agreement to pro- 
vide additional police protection to a 
community for compensation, 
rather 


than a contract. 


Fedyski said Levy will present a writ- 


ten report to the committee listing the 
cost of additional police services the 
community may contract with the county 
for. This report will be discussed by the 
committee at a future meeting. 


Survey Shows 
Junior High 
Rated Well 


(Editor's Note: This is the last in a 


series ol stories dealing with the results 
of a community survey undertaken by 
the Prospect Heights Jaycees.) 


The Dist. 26 River Trails Junior High 


School received a better rating than any 
other schools in the Prospect Heights 
area in a survey conducted by the Pros- 
pect Heights Jaycees. 


The five-page 
questionnaire was 


mailed to about 3,000 homes in Prospect 
Heights last January. The results will be 
mailed to local civic and taxing organiza- 
tions. 


Residents gave the River Trails Junior 


High School an "excellent" rating in the 
areas of administrative staff, athletic ac- 
tivities and physical fitness. The school's 
curriculum, counselors, discipline control 
and teachers were rated "good." 


In these six categories of education a 


"good" rating was given to the Dist. 21 
elementary schools, the Dist. 23 ele- 
mentary schools, the Dist. 26 elementary 
schools and the Dist. 21 junior high 
schools. 


Physical facilities in High School Dist. 


214 were given an "excellent" rating, 
while the other seven categories were 
rated "good" in the district. Residents 
rated the discipline in parochial schools 
•'excellent." 


More than 60 per cent of the residents 


answering the questionnaire said the sex 
education program in their children's 
schools is "adequate." The programs at 
River Trails Junior High, the Dist. 21 ju- 
nior high schools and the Dist. 21 ele- 
mentary schools received the highest rat- 
ing. 


Most of the residents said they receive 


most of their information about the 
schools from their children and the 
school newspaper. The local newspaper 
and the PTA newsletters were also cited 
as sources of information. A majority of 
residents said this information is ade- 
quate. Parents of River Trails Junior 
High pupils were the most satisfied, 
while parents of children in parochial 
schools were the least satisfied. 


Half of the residents said they do rot 


support state aid to parochial schools, 
while 42 per cent said they did. 


If an eighth high school is deemed nec- 


essary in Dist. 214, 61 per cent of the 
residents said they would prefer that it 
be vocational rather than "regular." 


In the area of recreation, the River 


trails Park District was rated slightly 
higher than the Prospect Heights Park 
District. Residents were asked to eval- 
uate the park site maintenance, little 
league programs, swimming, children's 
play equipment, ice skating facilities, 
women's recreation programs, summer 
youth programs, men's recreation pro- 
grams, tennis, Softball programs and 
arts and crafts in the two districts. 


The River Trails Park District was 


given a "good" rating in every category. 
The Prospect Heights Park District was 
rated '-good" in all but four categories. 
The children's play equipment, men's 
recreation programs, tennis and arts and 
crafts were rated "poor."

Plans for purchasing all-wooden equip- 


ment in unusual shapes are now being 
made, according to Assistant Park Di- 
rector Paul Caldwell. The equipment, 
which will cost approximately $9,000, 
was approved by the park board recrea- 
tion committee Thursday. Plans will 
come up for formal approval May 10 at a 
regular meeting of the park board of 
commissioners. 


Caldwell said he is optimistic that the 


board will approve the equipment. He 
said it would be ordered as soon as pos- 
sible and be installed "sometime this 
summer. It's hard to set a date because 
of building and contracting situations." 


The equipment,' made 
of "select 


Douglas fir," will consist of swings, a 


slide and climbing apparatus. Caldwell 
said there will be no problem with splin- 
ters because "the wood is finely planed 
and especially sealed." 


SEVERAL PARKS in Chicago have 


used the equipment successfully, accord- 
ing to Caldwell. "The kids flock to it," he 
said. "It doesn't limit the kids' imagina- 
tion — it can be anything from a moun- 
tain to a spaceship." He said the versa- 
tility of the equipment was one of the 
major reasons for the decision to pur- 
chase it. "And we're getting a better 
park for a lot less money," Caldwell 
said. 


The equipment, which will all be set in 


sand, will add "to the park's natural set- 
ting," according to Caldwell. South Park, 


bordered by Algonquin and Janice roads, 
has been landscaped with hills. 


Also in the plans to be approved May 


10, are lighting of the park and asphalt 
paths throughout the 30 acres for walking 
and bicycle riding. 


The park has already been seeded, and • 


three baseball diamonds have been in- 
stalled. Four tennis courts and a parking 
lot on the west side with room for 140 
cars should be completed sometime in 
June, according to park director Tom 
Cooper. 


South Park was purchased for $500,000, 


using funds from the 2.4 million bond is-. 
sue approved in February of 1969. An ad- 
ditional $278,000 has been appropriated 
by the park district for its development.

Hoffman, Friday He set bond for each of 
the four men at $4,000 and said they 
would be released on their own recogniz- 
ance. 


Breakstone said that he expected San- 


towski to surrender to federal authorities 
in Chicago today. 


Last Wednesday, 12 subsidiary Stein- 


berg-Baum companies filed for bank- 
ruptcies In its own earlier bankruptcy 
petition, Steinberg-Baum listed $5 million 
in assets and $6 million in liabilities. 


The bank also has said that because it 


has become the "involuntary creditors" 
of the firm, it had assumed control of 
Steinberg-Baum.

Library Growth 
Plan Accepted 
By Trustees 


An expansion plan tentatively calling 


for a future $730.000 addition to the 
Mount Prospect Public Library has been 
adopted by library trustees. 


The plan, adopted Thursday, includes 


the possibility of construction of a $1.25- 
million new library building Instead of an 
addition to the existing structure at 14 E. 
Basse Ave. 


The tentative proposals are based on 


•n estimated .10.000 square feet space re- 
quirement necessary to meet the needs 
of a projected 50.000 local population fig- 
ure In 1973 Currently the library has ap- 
proximately 12.500 square feet to servf 
about 35.000 residents 


Board members stressed the plan is in 


no way definite but only a preliminary 
draft of a future target, Gil Liebenow, 
building committee chairman, said he 
asked the board to adopt a long-range 
plan because the Mount Prospect village 
board requested all public bodies develop 
and keep up-dated future plans. 


THE PROJECTED expansion is based 


on the recommendations of Charles Ce- 
darholm, architect of the Northfield firm

of Wendt, Cedarholm and Tippens. Ce- 
darholm said he based his recommenda- 
tions on library standards developed by 
the American Association of libraries. 


The addition would consist of 18,000 


square feet, more than twice the size of 
the existing building. The $750,000 figure 
is based on a $30 to $35 per square foot 
estimate of future building costs and in- 
cludes furnishings and architectural fees. 
Costs of any additional land, that might 
be needed are not included in the tenta- 
tive figure. 


Cedarholm's addition proposal calls for 


a 6,500-square-foot addition to the second 
floor of the library, which would cover 
the entire structure with a second level. 
He also suggested a ground floor addition 
of 11,500 square foot on the space cur- 
rently used for parking. However, he 
said this would not leave enough room 
for parking. Zoning requires a structure 
with 30,000 square feet in that area to 
have 50 available parking spaces. 


CEDARHOLM SUGGESTED that if the 


library board decides to build that way, 
the board could go before the village 
board and ask for special zoning. How- 
ever, he stressed his building suggestions 
are only one alternative for the project. 


"This plan does not mean we are going 


out tomorrow to make arrangements for 
a bond issue," Liebenow said. "These 
plans are future and will be part of the 
library board's annual report. There is 
nothing to prevent us from revising 
this." 


Liebenow said if plans for an addition 


or a new building are affirmed, the li- 
brary district may not have to ask resi- 
dents for a tax increase. 


"It could go either way depending upon 


when we decided to build and how long it 
would take," he said. "Other libraries 
have built new buildings out of current 
funds."

Skolnick: A Crusader For Cleaner Courts

"There are so many corrupt judges, 


we'll never go out of business," said 
Sherman Skolnick, chairman of the Citi- 
zens' Committee to Clean Up the Courts. 


Skolnick spoke Friday to about 2,500 


students at Prospect High School in 
Mount Prospect. Law Day, observed Sat- 
urday, is held nationally each year to 
honor law and order and those who make 
and enforce the law. 


"I look upon Law Day with mixed feel- 


ings." Skolnick said. "On one hand, I re- 
spect the law. On the other hand, I think 
there has to be confidence in the Instru- 
ments of justice. But those who make it 
should deserve our confidence." 


Skolnick, 41. told his audience about 


his committee, a not-for-profit group de- 
voted to research into court malprac- 
tices, court corruption and collusion in 
court. Skolnick heads a team of 200 vol- 
unteer researchers. 


"WE'RE NON-PARTISAN — we blast 


both sides," the speaker explained. "Our 
bag is judges. The women volunteers 
find it more interesting than the PTA." 


Skolnick said the group, which at- 


tempts to dislodge corrupt judges by 
bringing court cases against them, pick- 
ed the committee's name because it was 
simple. He said: "Over the past 10 years 
we have found out we have some illiter- 
ate judges. We wanted to give them a 
name they could spell." 


The crusader, who describes himself 


"as not a lawyer and I have no desire to 
be a lawyer," told students about his 
committee. The work of the committee 
includes court watching, studying public 
records for conflict of interest, study of 
judicial perjury and bribery and falsifi- 
cation of court records. 


"FIRST YOU SIGN a petition which 


can be filed by any citizen as a friend of 
the court," Skolnick said. "That's what I 


do — although not many people in the 
court would call me their friend. 


"But I don't point my finger in front of 


a judge's face until we have what we call 
'over-kill,' 20 times the amount of evi- 
dence necessary to ruin him," he said. 


"You may wonder why I joke so 


much," Skolnick told students who 
laughed and applauded throughout the 
45-minute speech. "Some of the things 
our rommittee is involved in are so dead- 
ly serions we have to joke to keep from 
getting uptight." 


After a short introduction, students had 


the chance to ask Skolnick questions. 
One male student wanted to know how 
students can help get corrupt politicians 
out of office. 


"I URGE STUDENTS, especially those 


in sociology and political science, to de- 
mand their teachers tell them more of 
what goes in the world," answered the 
speaker. "And they should turn some of 


the school buildings over to the poor 
people and hold classes in the park." 


Another student wanted to know what 


he could do "if one of us got busted and 
the charges were not true." 


Skolnick told him he could write to the 


committee: "We get a lot of mail from 
people like that — jail mail. It takes me 
about a week to get up enough courage 
to read it because a lot of it is so sad." 


One student wanted to know if Skolnick 


assumed that all judges and their deci- 
sions were corrupt. 


"How would you like to spend 10 years 


in prison because of a frame-up and then 
find out the judge who affirmed the deci- 
sion was proven to be corrupt?," Skol- 
nick answered. 


Skolniek told students of his fight with 


judges on the Illinois Supreme Court in 
the summer of 1969. He and chief re- 
searcher for the committee, Harriet 


Sherman, accused four judges of corrup- 
tion in office. Chief Justice Roy Solfis- 
burg, Jr. and Associate Justice Ray 
Klingbiel resigned several weeks after 
Skolnick made his case in court. Skolnick 
was charged with contempt during the 
scandal, but the prison sentence was lat- 
er nullified. 


Skolnick was a part-time instructor at 


Chicago's Columbia College and teach- 
er's civic research.

Teacher Aide 
Rules Change 


Bid Readied 


A resolution originated by the Lions 


Park School PTA urging changes in the 
requirements for teachers' aides soon 
will be sent to the state superintendent of 
public instruction. 


Officials of the Illinois Congress of 


Parents and Teachers (ICPT), the PTA 
lobby in Springfield, will present the res- 
olution to State Supt. Michael Bakalis. A 
"substantial majority" of the approxi- 
mately 3,000 delegates to the state PTA 
convention in Chicago voted Friday to 
accept the resolution, according to Lori 
Hellikson, Lions Park PTA president. 


However, an amendment to the resolu- 


tion, specifically urging the elimination 
of 30 semester hours of college credit 
now required for aides who help instruct, 
was defeated. 


"The 30 hours was the big debate," 


said Mrs. Hellikson. "It was defeated by 
people from the Chicago schools. And it 
doesn't even apply to school districts 
with a population over 500,000." 


The resolution that will be sent to Bak- 


alis urges him "to re-evaluate the entire 
program of qualifications established for 
volunteer non-certificated personnel and 
employed non-certificated personnel as- 
sisting in the instruction of pupils." 


THE ICPT IS ASKING for the re-eval- 


uation because "the state allows the use 
of volunteers in public schools and the 
superintendent of public instruction has 
set up strict regulations which restrict 
then- work and in turn deny potential 
educational enrichments for the stu- 
dents," according to the resolution. It 
also states that a volunteer must work 
under the supervision of a certified 
teacher, a current requirement and adds 
"there are persons with abilities, skills 
and knowledge who do not have or do not 
wish to obtain the 30 semester hours of 
credit." 


"So the 30 hours is in there anyway," 


said Mrs. Hellikson. The original Lions 
Park resolution asked specifically for eli- 
mination of the 30 hours. The resolution, 
the only legislation presented at the con- 
vention by PTA members from Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57, was drawn up because 
members of the Lions Park PTA contend 
schools could have more volunteers if 
volunteers did not have to have the 30 
hours. 


Mrs. Hellikson said there was much 


support for the resolution from members 
of PTA District 37. That district covers 
schools in Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Mount Prospect, Schaumburg 
and Palatine. She said that during the 
debate delegates from these areas 
named situations in their schools where 
volunteers could be successfully used to 
help students. 


According to the Illinois School Code, 


the superintendent of public instruction 
sets the requirements of volunteers who 
either work with children or perform 
clerical duties. The most recent inter- 
pretation, made under Ray Page, says a 
volunteer must have the 30 hours to help 
instruct. 


Good character and health, U.S. citi- 


zenship, an annual chest X-ray are other 
requirements. No interpretation has been 
received from Bakalis, who recently suc- 
ceeded Page.

Plans for purchasing all-wooden equip- 


ment in unusual shapes are now being 
made, according to Assistant Park Di- 
rector Paul Caldwell. The equipment, 
which will cost approximately $9,000, 
was approved by the park board recrea- 
tion committee Thursday. Plans will 
come up for formal approval May 10 at a 
regular meeting of the park board of 
commissioners. 


Caldwell said he is optimistic that the 


board will approve the equipment. He 
said it would be ordered as soon as pos- 
sible and be installed "sometime this 
summer. It's hard to set a date because 
of building and contracting situations." 


The 
equipment, 
made of "select 


Douglas fir," will consist of swings, a 


slide and climbing apparatus. Caldwell 
said there will be no problem with splin- 
ters because "the wood is finely planed 
and especially sealed." 


SEVERAL PARKS in Chicago have 


used the equipment successfully, accord- 
ing to Caldwell. "The kids flock to it," he 
said. "It doesn't limit the kids' imagina- 
tion — it can be anything from a moun- 
tain to a spaceship." He said the versa- 
tility of the equipment was one of the 
major reasons for the decision to pur- 
chase it. "And we're getting a better 
park for a lot less money," Caldwell 
said 


The equipment, which will all be set in 


sand, will add "to the park's natural set- 
ting," according to Caldwell. South Park, 


bordered by Algonquin and Janice roads, 
has been landscaped with hills. 


Also in the plans to be approved May 


10, are lighting of the park and asphalt 
paths throughout the 30 acres for walking 
and bicycle riding. 


The park has already been seeded, and 


three baseball diamonds have been in- 
stalled. Four tennis courts and a parking 
lot on the west side with room for 140 
cars should be completed sometime in 
June, according to park director Tom 
Cooper 


South Park was purchased for $500,000, 


using funds from the 2.4 million bond is- 
sue approved in February of 1969. An ad- 
ditional $278,000 has been appropriated 
by the park district for its development.

'Shadow Cabinet'' For Village Government 
Mixed Trustee Reaction Greets 
New Citizen 'Watchdog' Committee 


Member* of the Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Board have greeted with varying 
degrees of enthusiasm the formation of a 
self-appointed "citizens' advisory com- 
mittee" to watch over the board's activi- 
ties 


While some expressed reservations 


about the existence of a "shadow cabi- 
net" in village government, most of the 
trustees declared that a citizens' com- 
mittee will be an asset to the village and 
showed little concern about the manner 
in which it was created. 


T h e 
independent committee was 


formed last week by members of the 
candidate selection committee of the Vil- 
lage Caucus. It declared its purpose to 
be to communicate with taxpayers about 
their needs, to inform the village board 
of them and to advise board members on 
possible solutions. 


During the recent village election cam- 


paign, the formation of a citizens' council 
for similar purposes was urged by both 
parties. The four candidates elected will 
take office at tonight's meeting of the 


village board. 


THE SELF-APPOINTED committee 


consists of members who worked in the 
campaigns of both of the parties. 


Trustee-elect Ralph Clarbour, a mem- 


ber of the Village Party slate, said last 
week he considered the idea of a self- 
appointed group "a lot better" than one 
named by village officials, noting that 
the group would have an independence 
that might otherwise be missing. 


He expressed one reservation, how- 


ever. "If you appoint a committee, you 
appoint people who you know will do a 
good job. With a self-appointed group, 
there is probably a danger of somebody 
not doing the job, and then the whole 
thing breaks down." 


He said the effectiveness of the com- 


mittee would depend on the efforts of the 
members and its attitude toward village 
problems. "If they will look at the over- 
all problems of the community and pre- 
sent their ideas as viewpoints and not as 
directives, they could be very helpful," 
Clarbour said. 


Trustee Dwight Walton, who was not 


involved in the recent election, said he 
welcomed the involvement of the com- 
mittee or any other "formally struc- 
tured" organization in village affairs. 


He said village officials always have 


had difficulty disseminating information 
to the public other than through news- 
papers. 


"WE HAVE worked with homeowners' 


associations and other groups," he said, 
"but the people in those groups are con- 
stantly changing, so you're sort of deal- 
ing with a moving target. If this com- 
mittee maintains itself for some length of 
time and really does its work, it could be 
an asset." 


Walton said it was unimportant how 


the group was formed. "Dedication and 
willingness to serve are the key ele- 
ments."

It's Spring 
Cleanup Time 
For Parks

Take a roller, a bucket of paint and 


start working . . . and don't stop until 
you've painted an area bigger than a 
football field. 


That's just one of the items on this 


year's spring house cleaning list for the 
maintenance staff 
of the 
Arlington 


Heights Park District. 


After reading that statistic, it's not 


hard to understand when the mainte- 
nance staff's chief says, "I think I could 
put 200 people to work right now." 


The painting 
project 
will involve 


maintenance men working on the three 
outdoor swimming pool parks which 
opened last summer. The painting job 
has to be done this year, after the new 
pools have been allowed to "age" for a 
year, according to Angelo Capulli, super- 
intendent of maintenance for the park 
district. 


However, before the men can tackle 


the painting project, they must start with 
cleaning the pools and sealing cracks in 
the cement. The cleaning, operations 
started at Frontier 
Park,1 Kennicott 


Drive and Palatine Road, last week. The 
other pools on the list are Camelot Park, 
Brighton Place and Suffield Drive, and 
Heritage Park, Victoria Lane and High- 
land Avenue. 


AFTER THE CLEANUP, fix up oper- 


ation, the sides and the bottoms of the 
pools will be painted, including the wad- 
ing, main and diving pools at all three 
parks. The operation will mean more 
than 28.000 square feet will be covered 
and then a second coat will be applied, 
equalling more than 56,000 square feet. 
The area of a football field is 48,000 
square feet. 


Capulli said the painting of the wading 


pools may include the addition of car-

toons on the bottoms of the pools. The 
maintenance superintendent said he has 
a man on his staff who can draw car- 
toons and "if there's enough time" the 
cartoons will be drawn. 


The park district will save about $5,000 


by using members of the maintenance 
staff to do the pool painting rather than 
having a contractor do the work, Capulli 
said.

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Skolnick: A Crusader For Cleaner Courts

"Thcrp are so many corrupt Judges, 


we'll never go out of business," said 
Sherman Skolnick. chairman of the Citi- 
zens' Committee to Clean Up the Courts. 


Skolmrk spoke Friday to about 2,500 


students at Prospect 
High School in 


Mount Prosprct Law Day. observed Sat- 
urday, is held nationally each year to 
honor law and order and those who make 
and enforce the law. 


"I look upon Law Day with mixed feel- 


ings." Skolnick said. "On one hand, I re- 
spect the law On the other hand, I think 
there has to be confidence in the instru- 
ments of justice But those who make it 
should deserve our confidence " 


Skolnick. 'II. told his audience about 


his committee, a not-for-profit group de- 
voted to research into court malprac- 


tices, court corruption and collusion in 
court. Skolnick heads a team of 200 vol- 
unteer researchers. 


"WE'RE NON-PARTISAN - we blast 


both sides," the speaker explained. "Our 
bag is judges. The women volunteers 
find it more interesting than the PTA." 


Skolnick said the group, which at- 


tempts to dislodge corrupt judges by 
bringing court cases against them, pick- 
ed the committ(«'s name because it was 
simple. He said. "Over the past 10 years 
we have found out we have some illiter- 
ate judges. We wanted to give them a 
name they could spell." 


The crusader, who describes himself 


"as not a lawyer and I have no desire to 
be a lawyer," told students about his 
committee. The work of the committee 
includes court watching, studying public 


records for conflict of interest, study of 


judicial perjury and bribery and falsifi- 
cation of court records. 


"FIRST YOU SIGN a petition which 


can be filed by any citizen as a friend of 
the court," Skolnick said. "That's what I 
do — although not many people in the 
court would call me their friend. 


"But I don't point my finger in front of 


a judge's face until we have what we call 
'over-kill,' 20 times the amount of evi- 
dence necessary to ruin him," he said. 


"You may wonder why I joke so 


much," 
Skolnick told students who 


laughed and applauded throughout the 
45-minute speech. "Some of the things 
our committee is involved in are so dead- 
ly serions we have to joke to keep from 
getting uptight." 


After a short introduction, students had 


the chance to ask Skolnick questions. 


One male student wanted to know how 
students can help get corrupt politicians 
out of office. 


"I URGE STUDENTS, especially those 


in sociology and political science, to de- 
mand their teachers tell them more of 
what goes in the world," answered the 
speaker. "And they should turn some of 
the school buildings over to the poor 
people and hold classes in the park." 


Another student wanted to know what 


he could do "if one of us got busted and 
the charges were not true." 


Skolnick told him he could write to the 


committee: "We get a lot of mail from 
people like that — jail mail. It takes me 
about a week to get up enough courage 
to read it because a tot of it is so sad." 


One student wanted to know if Skolnick 


assumed that all judges and their deci- 
sions were corrupt. 


"How would you like to spend 10 years 


in prison because of a frame-up and then 
find out the judge who affirmed the deci- 
sion was proven to be corrupt?," Skol- 
nick answered. 


Skolnick told students of his fight with 


judges on the Illinois Supreme Court in 
the summer of 1969. He and chief re- 
searcher for the committee, Harriet 
Sherman, accused four judges of corrup- 
tion in office. Chief Justice Roy Solfis- 
burg, Jr. and Associate Justice Ray 
Klingbiel resigned several weeks after 
Skolnick made his case in court. Skolnick 
was charged with contempt during the 
scandal, but the prison sentence was lat- 
er nullified. 


Skolnick was a part-time instructor at 


Chicago's Columbia College and teach- 
er's civic research.

their Cosmopolitan account payable to 
other firms which the company con- 
trolled. These firms, in turn, deposited 
the checks at other banks and soon after- 
ward withdrew the money, according to 
the indictment 


Santowski is charged with using his po- 


sition at Cosmopolitan to conceal the 
shortages in the Steinberg-Baum ac- 
count. 


The embezzlements began in 1967 and 


ended last Feb to, according to Robert 
Brakstone, chief of the tax division of 
the U.S. attorney's office in Chicago. 
Santowski was fired Feb. 25, Breakstone 
said. 


Santowski. the father of five, has lived 


in a modest one-story brick home in 
Wheeling for about five years. 


Neighbors said they were shocked by 


the charges They said the Santowskis 
lived quietly and had about the same 
standard of living as other families in 
the neighborhood which contains homes 
valued at $30.000 to $35,000. 


THE INDICTMENT was returned be- 


fore U.S. District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, Friday. He set bond for each of 
the four men at $4.000 and said they 
would be released on their own recogniz- 
ance. 


Breakstone said that he expected San- 


towski to surrender to federal authorities 
in Chicago today. 


Last Wednesday, 12 subsidiary Stein- 


berg-Baum companies filed for bank- 
ruptcies. In its own earlier bankruptcy 
petition, Steinberg-Baum listed $5 million 
in assets and $6 million in liabilities. 


The bank also has said that because it 


has become the "involuntary creditors" 
of the firm, it had assumed control of 
Steinberg-Baum.

A U. S Federal District Court Judge 


last week dismissed a suit alleging dis- 
crimination when the operators of an Elk 
Grove Village apartment complex re- 
fused to rent an apartment to a Mexican- 
American woman in Febrary, 1970. 


Judge Alexander Napoli ruled Wednes- 


day that there was no discrimination 
shown to Mrs. Marie Rodriguez, 27, who 
had sought to rent an apartment at The 
Terrace, located at Elk Grove and John 
F. Kennedy boulevards in the suburb. 


The suit, filed last July by the Cook 


County Legal Assistance Foundation's 
Evanston office, named as defendants 
Baird Warner Inc., a leasing and man- 
agement firm, and Frank P. Barber, 
resident manager. 


In the suit, the foundation, a private 


agency funded through the U. S. Office 
of Economic Opportunity, asked $10,000 
in damages. 


The suit was filed after Barber re- 


jected the lease application in writing af- 
ter an evaluation. 


Paul Brayman, an attorney represent- 


ing the complainant, said Friday he may 
appeal the decision. 


JOHN SHEEHAN of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, said he testified that Mrs. Rodri- 
guez and her two children would have 
the help of Neighbors at Work (NAW) 
Inc. in making the rent money "avail- 
able" in order to pre-pay the full term of 
a lease. 


Sheehan, president of NAW, said the 


rent of a one-bedroom and two-bedroom 
apartment was from $160 to $190 a 
month. 


An attorney for the defendants and 


Barber both said they preferred not to 
comment on the case. 


Mrs. Rodriguez was last known to be 


living in Wheeling. In 1969, however, she 
hved in a shack on a farm on Landmeier 
Road in Elk Grove Village. 


The shack was destroyed by the local 


fire department after it was found to be 
in a substandard condition by Elk Grove 
Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett. 


THE CHIEF subsequently had the 


woman placed in a motel. Neighbors at 
Work followed by helping her find other 
housing, that eventually resulted in a 
place for her to live in Wheeling where 
she was joined by her mother and two 
children They arrived from Texas last 
summer. 


Mrs. Rodriguez' residence in Wheeling 


was refurbished by a group of high 
school youths with the help of the former 
pastor of the Community Presbyterian 
Church in Mount Prospect, the Rev. Tom 
Howels.

long distance phone calls from him that

"He was scared then," Mrs. 


Blanchfield said. 


"He had to run to catch his plane." 


THINGS WENT BADLY for Mike from 


the beginning of his duty in Vietnam. He 
caught malaria; then he was bitten by a 
poisonous snake. In between, he saw 
enough combat to win the Bronze Star. 


fn his letters, Mike did not talk about 


the morality or wisdom of the war. But 
his mother said, "He believed in our 


being in Vietnam and he really liked the 
people in Vietnam." 


His brother, Jim, also corresponded 


with Mike. "He wasn't what you would 
call patriotic but he had a lot of pride in 
his unit," Jim said. "He felt like he be- 
longed to it. He felt good because he 
thought he was part of something good." 


"Most of the time," Mrs. Blanchfield 


said, "he talked about his buddies get- 
ting killed and about digging in and go- 
ing on patrol.

The murder trial of Jack Sieburg, ac-

Mrs Blanchfield was amazed that "once 
he spoke to you, you felt right at ease, 
you lost your nervousness."

to Washington — kindness shown by the 
President, Congressmen, and the mili- 
tary escorts who took the family on tours 
of the city and the White House.

Sherman Skolnick, chairman of the Citi- 
zens' Committee to Clean Up the Courts. 


Skoln-rk .spoke Friday to about 2,500 


students at Prospect High School in 
Mount Prospect Law Day, observed Sat- 
urday, is held nationally each year to 
honor law and order and those who make 
and enforce the law 


"I look upon Law Day with mixed feel- 


ings." Skolnick said "On one hand. I re- 
spect the law On the other hand. I think 
there has to he confidence in the instru- 
ment.', of justice But those who make it 
should deserve our confidence " 


Skolnick. 41, told his audience about 


his committee, a not-for-profit group de- 
voted to research into court malprac- 
tices, court corruption and collusion in 
court Skolnick heads a team of 200 vol- 
unteer researchers. 


"WF/RK NON-PARTISAN - we blast 


both sides," the speaker explained. "Our 
bag is judges. The women volunteers 
find it more interesting than the PTA." 


Skolnick said the group, which at- 


tempts to dislodge corrupt judges by 
bringing court cases against them, pick- 
ed the committee's name because it was 
simple. He said: "Over the past 10 years 
we have found out we have some illiter- 
ate judges We wanted to give them a 
name »hey could spell " 


The crusader, who describes himself 


"as not a lawyer and I have no desire to 
je a lawyer." told students about his 
committee The work of tne committee 
includes court watching, studying public 
records for conflict of interest, study of 
judicial perjury and bribery and falsifi- 
cation of court records 


"FIRST YOU SIGN a petition which 


can be filed by any citizen as a friend of 
the court." Skolnick said. "That's what I 
do — although not many people in the 
court would call me their friend. 


''But I don't point my finger in front of 


a judge's fnce until we have what we call 
'over-kill.' 20 times the amount of evi- 
dence necessary to ruin him." he said

speaker "And they should turn some of

A nostalgic look at the origins, and an 


inspiring look into the future were the 
highlights of the Des Plaines League of 
Women Voters tenth anniversary cele- 
bration last Wednesday night at the Casa 
Roy ale 


Joan Anderson, a former member of 


the league's state board and a former 
Con-Con 
delegate, 
provided 
the 
in- 


spiration as she called for increased par- 
ticipation by women in government. 


"Women see the effect of govern- 


ment," Mrs Anderson explained "They 
know what it does to the life of a commu- 
nity As such, they brought a very help- 
ful kind of experience to the Con-Con 
convention, especially when many issues 
hinged on emotions Their sensitivity had 
as much impact as constitutional law on 
the assembly " 


"The league must realize it could be- 


come a great deal more effective in the 
political process." she continued. "Our 
represen'atives <the league's) made a 
tremend( us impression during Con-Con, 
and engendered great respect for the 
league Wp can be very, very proud of 
the responsible role the league played at 
the 
convention 
Its 
thoroughness in 


studying the issues and its consensus 
were a great strength not only with the 
delegates but with the state legislature 
and the federal Congress " 


Most people do not realize how deeply 


committed the league is to representa- 
tive government, she went on 


"If one accepts this kind of govern- 


ment, she must accept the need for com- 
promise - not horsetrading — if the sys- 
tem is going to work in areas other than 
basic rights In an issue with many dif- 
ferent vantage points, people must ac- 
cept a reasonable action, or the system 
breaks down or is ignored." 


As an example, many of the current 


difficulties in public housing today are 
the result of planning done with the best 
of intentions many years ago. she ex- 
plained 


"You have to get into the political real- 


ities of a situation to make things work." 
she emphasized "We must consider hu- 
man feelings " 


She also cautioned against forming too 


many semi-autonomous public boards 
doing government business. Instead, she 
urged that ways be found to strengthen 
the abilities of elected officials to ex- 
ercise such power and be responsible for 
such. This would eliminate government 
decisions made by obscure civil service 
personnel who are not directly answer- 
able to the electorate. 


Leaguers must run for public office 


and attend to the functioning of political 
parties, if they wish to increase their 
participation in public affairs. 


"We can retain our objectivity and still 


be politically active." she emphasized. 


A lighthearted look at the origins and 


struggles of the early league was pre- 
sented by Shirley Linos, in "The Begat- 
ting of the League " 


Involved in controversy and a measure 


of misunderstanding at the start, the 
first leaguers were impressed with the 
necessity of convincing some reactionary 
elements in the community of its com- 
plete impartiality and objectivity. Its 
habit of thoroughly investigating candi- 
dates and issues in elections did not en- 
dear it to some sections of the electorate. 


The three-year probation period before 


acceptance as a 
full-fledged 
league, 


passed, however, and the league has now 
grown to include over 70 members. The

early difficulties have been overcome 
and the charter members, most of them, 
are able to laugh now as they look back 
at the incidents.

SEVERAL PARKS in Chicago have 


used the equipment successfully, accord- 
ing to Caldwell. "The kids flock to it," he • 
said. "It doesn't limit the kids' imagina- 
tion — it can be anything from a moun- 
tain to a spaceship." He said the versa- 
tility of the equipment was one of the 
major reasons for the decision to pur- 
chase it. "And we're getting a better 
park for a lot less money," Caldwell 
said. 


The equipment,, which will all be set in 


sand, will add "to the park's natural set- 
ting," according to Caldwell. South Park, 
bordered by Algonquin and Janice roads, 
has been landscaped with hills. 


Also in the plans to be approved May 


10, are lighting of the park and asphalt 
paths throughout the 30 acres for walking 
and bicycle riding. 


The park has already been seeded, and 


three baseball diamonds have been in- 
stalled. Four tennis courts and a parking 
lot on the west side with room for 140 
cars should be completed sometime in 
June, according to park director Tom 
Cooper. 


South Park was purchased for $500,000, 


using funds from the 2.4 million bond is- 
sue approved in February of 1969. An ad- 
ditional $278,000 has been appropriated 
by the park district for its development.
